Hubert  H.  Humphrey  died 
at  approximately  9:25  PM  on 
Friday  the  13  of  January,  at  his 
Minnesota  home.  The  cancer 
victim  became  "his  country's 


His  death  "closed  one  of  the 
great  political  sagas  of  his 
generation."  In  his  younger 
years,  Humphrey  was  a  mayor 
of  Minneapolis.  He  loved  his 
)ob  because  he  always  had 
people  there  when  he  needed 
them.  It  was  not  too  often  thai 
Humphrey  asked  for  help,  but 
when  he  did.  the  American 
people  tried  to  give  all  they  had. 

From  the  position  of  mayor, 
Mr.  Humphrey  was  elected 
into  the  Senate  in  1949  Here  he 
fought  for  the  issue  of  civil 
rights  He wasan overpowering 
figure  in  the  liberal  wing  of  the 
Democratic  party.

Humphrey  headed  for  college 
with  more  determination  than 
money  but  he  still  compiled  a 
slraight-A  average  in  Political 
Science.  His  finances  were  even 
lower  when  he  was  in  graduate 
school.  Humphrey  sold 
sandwiches  to  his  fellow 
students  to  make  enough 
money  to  achieve  his  Master's 
degree  from  Louisiana  State. 
The  oppression  of  Negroes  in 
the  south  at  the  time  helped 
strengthen  Humphrey's 
convictions  on  civil  rights. 

Humphrey's  political  ideals 
spurred  the  students  of  the  60's 
to  support  him.  Memories  of 
Humphrey's  determination  to 
succeed  against  all  odds  in 
school,  politics,  and  human 
relations  might  give  the 
students  of  the  70"s  a  model  to 
support  themselves.

Meal  Club  —  Good 
Idea  For  78

Just  recently  I  was  enlightened  to  a  very  practical 
idea  that  would  especially  apply  to  4C's  students. 
Since  more  than  sixty  percent  of  us  live  away  from 
home  and  we  fortunately  do  not  have  meal-tickets 
shoved  down  our  throats,  then  there  is  a  great 
potential  for  a  Cooking  Co-op  or  Meal  Club  at  4Cs. 

The  following  would  be  the  basic  structure  of  the 
club,  read  it  thoroughly  and  with  an  imagination 
because  there  are  no  set  rules  we  must  follow,  only 
those  that  would  work  best  for  us  on  the  Cape 
Example:  Two  groups  of  six  people  eat  together  four 
nights  a  week,  buying  and  cooking  food  and  cleaning 
up.  One  person  in  the  group  has  responsibility  for  each 
meal  over  a  ihree  week  period.  Then,  each  person  in  a 
twelve-member  co-op  prepares  just  two  meals 

An  initial  fee  would  have  to  be  contributed  from  each 
member  of  ihe  group  and  put  into  a  bank  account. 
After  each  meal,  the  cook  turns  in  the  receipts  and  is 
reimbursed  by  the  person  who  acts  as  the  group's 
treasurer.  Another  person  in  the  group  takes 
responsibility  for  scheduling  when,  where  and  who 
will  be  eating  together.  The  groups  could  change 
nightly  so  that  everyone  has  a  chance  to  get  to  know 
one  another. 

I've  been  told  eating  clubs  are  usually  formed  by 
word  of  mouth  It's  a  good  idea  to  have  a  preliminary 
meeting  with  the  whole  group  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term  to  discuss  scheduling  what  kind  of  meats  will  be 
served  and  foods  that  certain  people  don't  like  orcan't 

I  personally  would  be  interested  in  joining  such  a 
group,  especially  since  1  was  given  a  copy  of  Fanny 
Farmers  cookbook  for  Christmas.  1  would  like  to 
invite  any  interested  persons,  who  would  be  willing  to 
inmate  the  whole  process  to  see  me,  Tom  Rugo,  in  the 
Student  Senate  office.  I  will  also  provide  a  sign  up 
sheet  for  all  others  interested  in  participating  in  the 
new  Meal  Club 


Siudents  interested  in  havinga  record  of  their  out- 
of-class  participation  on  file  as  part  of  their 
permanent  record  are  invited  to  complete  a  form 
available  at  the  Registrar's  Office  or  the  Office  of 
Student  Affairs.

A  Unique  Campus 
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Policy  Statement 

Regarding  Drugs 

On  Campus 

All   of  us  at  ihe  Community  College  have  been 
acutely    aware   of  the    possibilities    and    indeed   the 
probabilities  of  our  students  becoming  involved  in  the 
continuing  national  use  and  abuse  of  dangerous  drugs. 
It  is  difficult,  of  course,  lo  separate  fact  from  fiction  in 
assessing  drug  traffic  or  use  on  this  campus,  but  i 
concerned  and  will  continue  our  alertness  regarding 
ihe  total  situation.  In  order  to  make  clear  Ihe  positi 
of  the  College  in  this  regard.  I  would  like  to  slate  1 
policy    regarding   possession,  distribution  and  use 
illegal  drugs. 

Any  student  found  possessing,  using,  selling 
involved  in  any  way  with  drugs  on  this  campus,  iinl 
prescribed  by  a  physician,  will  he  subject  todisciplin 
action  including  dtsiiiiss.il  as  adjudged  by  ihe  Judiciary 
Board  and  the  President  In  addition,  the  college 
remains  cognizant  ol  us  responsibility  to  ihe  c 
authorities.  Operating  within  this  framework  we  t 
the  following  approach: 

1  We  urge  students  who  seek  information,  adv  10 
counsel  regarding  drugs  to  contact  faculty  advisi 
members  of  the  Dean  of  Students  stafl  or  the  Health 
Service  and  we  shall  help  them,  maintaining  compli 
confidence  in  relationships    We  arc  also  prepared 
refer  Students  to  appropriate  professionals  (medical 
legal,  psychiatric,  ctt  |  according  lo  the  needs  of 
indivulu.il  student    1  his  will  also  he  held  in  complete 
confidence. 

2  A  student,  however,  "ho  ignores  opportun 
for  help  and  assistance  and  who  willfully  violates 
policies  and  the  law  faces  disciplinary  action. 

It   is    incumbent    upon  all  ol   us  in  the  academic 
community  to  assume  responsibility  tor  the  health, 
safety  and   welfare  of  all  who  arc  members  of  this 
community      I     urge    students    to    become    actively 
concerned  and  involved  in  a  leadership  role  with  [heir 
peers  in  this  regard,  I  remind  the  college  community 
that  there  is  tne  possiblily  of  hard  drugs  being  u: 
siudents    at    this    and    other   campuses    acros 
counlry.    I   am    pleased    to    report    thai    responsible 
students  in  most  colleges  are  deeply  concerned 
drug  abuse  and  addiction  as  they  can  now  see  he 
many  lives  are  being  adverselv  affected,  in  many  1 
as  a  result  of  pressures  from  peers  to  become  involved 
in  the  drug  scene    Let  us  remind  ourselves  lo  genei 
our  concern  for  human  beings  into  positive  action 
become  our  brother's  keeper    Perhaps  then  wecai 
help  other  people  and  save  lives  in  the  process 

This  statement  is  not  intended  to  open  up  for  del 
the  alleged  virtues  or  harmful  effects  of  various  : 
drugs,  bui  is  intended  to  point  out  the  position  of  this 
college  in  relation  to  the  total  drug  scene.

own  home.  It  is  however,  a 
possibility  that  we  can  not  put 
aside.  Fire,  as  with  most  other 

not  be  predicted  You  simply 
can  not  know  when  it  may 
chose  you  as  its  next  victim. 
But  an  encounter  with  it  will  be 
an  episode  that  you  will  never 
forget,  if  you  are  lucky  enough 
to  live  through  the  experience, 
About  the  only  way  to  prepare 
yourself  against  the  catas- 
trophy  of  fire  is  to  plan  ahead 
and  have  a  knowledge  of  the 
dangers. 

But  how  do  you  plan 
ahead  for  something  thai  you 
aren't  sure  will  ever  happen? 
Along  with  prayers  you  should 
first  understand  a  few  things 
about  fire  itself. 

Fire  is  the  rapid  oxidation  of 
a  fuel  when  combined  with 
sufficient  heat  and  oxygen, 
These  three  matenals:  fuel, 
heat  and  oxygen  form  what  is 
known  as  the  "Fire  Triangle" 
When  all   three  sides  of  the 

condition  a  fire  will  ignite. 
Whether  the  fire  continues  to 
burn  and  the  intensity  that  it 
burns  at  depends  on  other 
factors  such  as  what  material  is 
burning  and  how  much  is  there 
to  burn  If  one  or  more  sides  of 
the  triangle  are  removed  the 
fire  will  go  out.  This  is  the 
reasoning  for  many  fire 
department's  extinguishing  of 
fires  and  they  have  the  means  to 
break  up  the  triangle  of  most

nominated  and  elected  by  the  Senate  (as  the  Senate 
By-Laws  state).  But  the  By-Laws  also  state  that  "the 
Student  Senate  Public  Relations  Officer  shall  make 
notice  of  vacancy(s)  on  campus  bulletin  boards  for 
nominations  for  a  period  of  two  weeks " 

The  Senate  was  supposedly  unaware  of  this 
publicity  procedure  and  the  two  candidates  were 
elected  without  competition  When  this  violation  of 
procedure  was  pointed  out  to  ihem,  however,  the 
Senate  voted  against  holding  another  election  and  the 
"illegal"  election  result  stood.

CAMBRIDGE,  MASS  —  (l.P.)  —  "Thirty  years  have  elapsed  since 
the  last  major  review  of  undergraduate  education  at  Harvard,"  notes 
President  Derek  C.  Bolt  in  his  current  report.  "Despite  all  the  changes 
that  have  occurred  since  then,  our  ultimate  goal  remains  the  same.  In 
contrast  to  many  other  colleges,  over90  percent  of  our  undergraduates 
will  go  on  to  prepare  for  a  vocation  in  a  gradute  or  a  professional  school.

But  the  goal  of  the 
liberal  arts  is  to  produce  a  "whole  person' capable  of  living  a  full  life  '  This 
is  a  much  more  difficult  task  than  anything  the  professional  schools  have 
to  face,  the  more  so  because  it  arises  in  a  faculty  composed  of  specialists  in 
such  widely  differing  disciplines  and  fields  of  knowledge. 

"Despite  these  problems,  the  Faculty  has  undertaken  a  comprehensive 
review  of  undergraduate  education,  and  Dean  Henry  Rosovsky  has 
appointed  seven  different  task  forces  to  prepare  a  series  of  reports. 
Although  the  Faculty  has  only  begun  to  discuss  these  reports,  it  is  safe  to 
assume  that  the  debate  will  focus  on  the  proposal  to  create  a  core 
curriculum. 

This  proposal  identifies  eighi  basic  purposes  of  a  bberal  education, 
most  of  them  concerned  with  the  acquisition  of  fundamental  skills  and 
modes  of  thought,  such  as  a  capacity  to  write  effectively  and  clearly,  s

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A  Review 

Jules  and  Jim

Francois  Tniffaut  (played  Lacombe,  the  foreign  scientist  in 
Close  Encounters),  is  one  of  the  few  directors  who  can  successfully 
defy  technical  tradition.  He  has  utilized  this  outstanding  quality 
by  creating  the  film  Jules  and  Jim  based  on  a  serious  novel  by 
Henri-Pierre  Roche. 

Tniffaut  contents  his  audience  by  telling  the  story  quite 
straightforwardly.  It  begins  in  Pans,  France  where  Jim,  a 
Frenchman  becomes  dear  friends  with  Jules,  a  German  Together 
they  fall  in  love  with  Catherine,  the  main  obstacle  to  the  film's 
success.  Jules  procures  the  honor  of  marrying  her  Jules  and  Jim 
then  part  to  fight  on  opposing  sides  during  the  first  World  War. 
After  the  war  they  are  all  united  again  in  Germany.  Jim 
commences  a  love  affair  wilh  Catherine  under  her  husband's 
advice  and  approval.  Tensions  nse  as  Jim  later  decides  to  leave 
Catherine  and  return  to  France  Before  he  leaves.  Catherine 
intentionally  drives  her  car  to  her  death  taking  her  lover  with  her. 
The  plot  line  seems  simple  enough.  But.  Truffaui  deliberately 
mixes  romance  with  comedy  (o  create  an  impact  He  does  this  not 
entirely  through  his  camera,  but  in  his  characters,  in  their 
situations,  and  in  what  they  say 

Catherine  is  one  such  character  whose  moods  shift  from  satire 
to  sentiment  without  forewarning.  Truffaui  directs  her  as  a 
monster  of  selfish  whim,  yet  enchanting  to  all  men.  She  denounces 
all  conventional  moralities  by  falling  in  and  out  of  love  on 
impulse  The  narrator  of  the  film  even  suggests:  "She  thinks  that 
in  a  couple,  only  one  needs  to  be  faithful  —  the  other  one." 
Truffaui 's  character  is  so  abstract  thai  she  can  be  a  comedian, 
however  she  is  so  emotionally  real  that  one  begins  to  doubt  one's 

These  contradictory  moods  are  balanced  with  technical 
expertise  and  originality  Truffaut's  intention  here  was  to  add 
aesthetic  quality  to  the  cinema  He  has  certainly  achieved  this  and 
much  more  in  Jules  and  Jim.

Another  college  hockey  season  has  drawn  to  a  close.  The 
Helmsmen  puckslers  finished  out  the  1978  campaign  with  a  6-9 
and  a  2-6  mark  in  the  Region  XXI  conference. 

This  is  a  seemingly  disappointing  record  after  Last  year's

$1  Million  to  Fix   4C's  Structures

appropriated  to  Cape  Cod  Community  College  to  fix  defects  in 
the  campus  buildings  that  have  apparently  existed  since  the 
current  campus  was  buill  in  1970 

On  March  29.  a  report  was  released  by  the  Engineers  Deign 
Group  of  the  Boston  area  who  have  spent  the  last  few  months  on 
campus  estimating  the  structural  damage  and  correctional 
measures  needed   They  found  inadequate  strength  and  rigidity  of 

well  as  faulty  roof  flashing 

Stressing  that  there  is  "no  problem  of  public  safety".  President 
lames  Hall  told  4C's  personnel  last  week  that  the  findings  are 
really  a  "blessing  in  disquise  ."  "Once  and  for  all.  the  s'tate  will 
correct  this  campus."  Hall  said 

The  president  assured  everyone  that  morale  should  not  drop, 
the  college  buildings  are  still  "sound  as  a  dollar"  and  have  good 
reason  to  he  designated  as  an  atomic  shelter.  "I've  been  told  by  the 
engineers  that  n  would  take  bulldozers  to  knock  down  thewalls, 
but  percaulions  are  important."  Hall  explained.  "I've  been 
ordered  to  barricade  pans  of  the  campus  There  arc  declinations 
ot  one  to  four  inches  in  some  walls.  If  there  was  a  freeze  and  a 
melting,  there  could  be  a  danger." 

Hall  expressed  hopes  that  repairs  will  begin  as  soon  as 
possible— -maybe  June— and  there  is  already  an  Engineers  Design 
Group  expert  on  campus  to  monitor  the  problems  and  their 

President  Hall  mentioned  that  initial  press  reports  on  the 
problems  were  taken  out  of  context,  and  as  far  as  a  relationship 
goes  between  4C'sand  the  McKce-Burger-Manseulo  scandal  over 
construction  on  the  U-Mass  Boston  campus.  Hall  said  that  they 
had  nothing  to  do  with  each  other.  "'People  are  insecure,"  stated 
Hall    "4Cs  is  more  fuel  to  the  fire." 

"I'm   not  involved  in  the  political  end  of  this."  Hall  added.

A  stream  of  litter  continues  to  be  deposited 
throughout  theciimmons  building,  including  both  the 
upper  commons  jnd  the  cafeteria  Perhaps  (his  is  a 
reflection  "f  disrespect  and  unconcern,  that  exists  in 
■.■imc  students,  for  properly  which  belongs  to  others. 
Unfortunately,  this  collection  of  garbage  does  not 
disappear  by  itself  C.CC.C  is  a  state  school  that  is 
struggling  to  exist  on  a  minimal  budget,  which  means 
there  is  not  enough  money  to  cover  additional  clean- 
up expenses  (No.  this  is  not  covered  in  the  student 
activity  fee  )  The  problem  could  easily  be  solved  if 
everyone  would  just  pick  up  after  themselves.  Isn't  this 

The  condition  of  the  dining  area  of  the  cafeteria  has 
gotten  out  of  hand,  due  to  the  increasing  number  of 
students  who  leave  their  tables  without  giving  any 
thought  to  the  "mound1.'  of  garbage  they  leave  behind 
This  isn't  fair  to  other  students,  or  to  the  work-study 
people  who  work  in  the  cafeteria  These  people  are 
only  supposed  to  be  wiping  ofl  the  tables  and  keeping 
the  surrounding  areas  reasonably  clean  Usually,  there 
is  only  one  or  two  people  cleaning  the  cafeteria  at  a 
time,  and  the  dining  area  can  seat  a  substantial  number 
of  students  This  obviously  means  that  there  isn't  the 
time  to  clean  up  after  each  student  that  passes  through. 

The  litter  left  behind  isn't  just  empty  coffee  cups 
filled  with  cigarette  butts.  Drinks  are  spilled  and  are 
left  in  puddles  on  the  tables  At  times,  trays  of  dirty  or 
broken  dishes  are  shoved  under  tables  or  chairs, 
instead  of  being  brought  up  to  the  diswashing  area.  If 
something  gels  spilled  or  broken,  the  responsibility 
should  be  taken  lo  clean  it  up,  or  ai  least  to  tell  one  of 
the  workers.  All  of  this  must  sound  very  elementary 
and  trivial,  but  this  kind  of  irresponsible  behavior  does 
occur  There  are  garbage  cans  that  line  the  center  of 
the  cafeteria.

Summer 
Sports  on 
Cape  Cod 


Well,  the  spring  semesler  is  finally  drawing  to  a  close,  and  now 
we  can  all  enjoy  three  luxurious  months  of  Cape  Cod  weather  A 
desolate  peninsula  in  the  winter.  Cape  Cod  becomes  a  booming 
gold  mine  in  the  summer  as  tourists  from  New  York  to  California, 
Florida  to  Canada,  make  the  trek  over  the  bridge  to  visit  one  of 
the  country's  leading  summer  resorts. 

For  students  who  live  on  Cape  Cod  year  round,  though,  these 
tourists  can  be  a  pain.  First  of  all,  one  of  the  top  amateur  baseball 
leagues,  the  Cape  Cod  Baseball  League,  will  start  in  mid-June  and 
last  until  about  mid-August.  There  are  eight  franchises  in  the 
league,  which  recruits  top  players  from  nationally  known 
universities  as  well  as  most  of  the  colleges  in  New  England,  In  the 
league  this  year,  as  last  year,  is  Orleans,  Chatham.  Harwich, 
Hyannis,  Yarmouth-Dennis,  Wareham,  Cotuit,  and  Falmouth. 
Cotuit  has  won  the  championship  three  out  of  the  last  four  years, 
including  last  year's  victory  over  Yarmoulh-Dennis  in  the  finals 
For  running  enthusiasts,  there  are  a  number  of  road  races  to  be 
run  in  the  summer.  Many  towns  on  the  Cape  now  sponsor  at  least 
one  such  event  each  year.  The  Falmouth  road  race,  the  most 
prestigious,  will  run  again  in  mid-August. 

Those  interested  in  goings  on  at  the  beaches  on  Cape  Cod  will 
find  a  variety  of  events  to  keep  themselves  occupied  this  summer. 
Surfing,  as  always,  will  be  very  popular  on  the  Cape  beaches  The 
National  Seashore  Headquarters  in  Eastham  can  be  contacted  for 
what  areas  are  set  aside  for  surfing  Fishing,  boating,  and  water 
skiing,  can  also  be  found  all  over  the  Cape. 

There  are  also  a  number  of  different  sports  just  a  short  distance 
from  the  Cape.  For  baseball  buffs,  the  Red  Sox  will  be  playing  all 
summer  long  at  Fenway  Park  in  Boston.  The  Patriots  will  open 
their  Schaeffer  Stadium  schedule  in  late  August  The  Teamen,  a 
soccer  team,  also  play  at  Schaeffer  Stadium  in  Foxboro.

WASHINGTON.  DC.  -  A 

perfecting  amendment  offered 
by  Sen.  Edward  W.  Brookes- 
Mass.)  to  the  Comprehensive 
Employment  and  Training  Act 
(CETA)  designed  to  reduce 
fraud  and  abuse  passed  the 
Senate  on  a  91-0  vote  in 
August. 

Brooke's  perfecting  amend- 
ment was  offered  as  part  of  an 
amendment  he  co-sponsored 
with  Senator  Peter  Domenici 
(R.-N.M.)  and  called  upon 
CETA  administrators  to 
refrain  from  "knowingly  hiring 
an  ineligible  individual  or 
individuals." 

Brookes  perfecting  amend- 
ment will  establish  an  Office  of 
Management  Assistance  to 
enable  the  Department  of 
Labor  to  offer  complete 
management  and  technical 
advice  to  prime  sponsors  where 
needed,  and  particularly  when 
recommended  by  the  Division

One  sure  fire  cure  for 
allergies  is  to  hold  your  breath. 
This  way  no  pollen,  dust,  or 
other  irritating  elements  can 
find  their  way  into  your  nose 
and  make  you  sneeze. 
However,  this  approach  is 
often  impractical  (especially 
for  tuba  players  and  so  on)  and 
can  even  be  fatal.

This 
approach  involves  a  little 
know-how  and  imagination, 
but  we  at  (he  Main  Sheet  feel 
that  our  readers  are  capable  of 
anything  Basically,  if  you  cart 
to  tackle  this  approach,  you

NELSON:  "I  don't  think  I've  changed  my  political 
philosophy  at  all  what  I've  tried  to  get  across  to  people,

that  you  arc  asking  the  question  means  that  we've 
made  some  kind  of  impact,  to  emphasize  that  the 
words  Liberal,  moderate  and  conservative  have  no 
meaning  unless  they  are  well  defined  So  I  started  by 
saying  lets  define  the  political  spectrum  I  think  that 
the  best  definition,  the  one  that  I  use.  and  the  only 
operational  one  that  I  think  is  convenient,  is  to  say  the 
people  are  the  center,  and  the  political  center  is  where 
the  people  are  '  Then  those  in  public  life  depart  left  or 
right   depending  on   their  positions  relative  to  the

issues  that  are  facing  us  in  terms  of  the  campaign,  1 
in  mainstream  agreement  with  the  people  And 
remember  issues  are  set.  not  by  candidates  or 
incumbents,  but  by  the  people.  That  puts  me  at  the 
center,  so  it's  not  so  much  that  my  viewpoints  have 
changed,  but  that  the  description  of  them,  I  think  has 
been  changed  because  there  has  been  growing 
recognition  that  what  I'm  saying  is  true,  that  the 
majority  of  people  do  agree  with  my  viewpoints  on  the 
major  issues,  and  therefore  that  makes  me  a  cemenst. 
or  a  mainstream  candidate  Senator  Brooke  and  the 

front  running  democrats  depart  from  the  center  on  the 
left  hand  side  They  are  more  liberal,  more  to  the  left 
where  the  center  is.  That  is  okay,  but  I  think  that  we 
should  define  the  center  accurately  so  that  when  use 
discussion  and  use  terms  we  are  going  to  be  able  to 
communicate  with  people  so  that  they  are  not  misled 
by  the  use  of  particular  terminology.'" 

WKKL:  "What  do  you  feel  are  the  major  issues  of 
this  campaign?" 

NELSON:  "Again,  my  answer  to  that  will  be 
predicated  by  what  I  know  the  people  have  said.  The 
ranking  issue  in  this  campaign  as  answered  by  the 
people  is  taxes,  or  inflation.  The  words  are  used 
interchangeably  But  clearly,  you  get  the  economic 
answer  to  the  Question  "what  is  the  most  important 
issue  facing  you'  if  you  ask  that  of  people  out  there. 
The  second  most  important  issue  is  the  Panama  Canal, 
in  the  republican  primary  anyway.  The  third  was 
Capital  punishment,  forth  was  quotas  and  affirmative 
action,  fifth  was  the  question  of  forced  busing  which 
obviously  played  with  some  intensity  in  some  regions 
of  the  slate,  and  sixth  was  federal  funding  for 
abortions. 

WKKL:  "Briefly,  on  some  local  issues  that  concern

I  was  involved  in 
microwave  radiation  at  a  much  higher  level  ihan 
anvthmg  thai  would  be  involved  with  PAVE  PAWSat 
least  in  terms  of  living  nearby  To  the  best  of  my 
professional  ahihu  to  answer  the  question  as  well  as 
my  political  interest,  the  PAVE  PAWS  installation 
poses  no  danger  to  the  people  living  nearby  Of  course 
there  is  always  the 'What  if  tomorrow  we  discover  new 
information?  Well,  if  tomorrow  we  discover  new 
information,  then  we  revise  our  positions  of  today. 
But  you  have  to  remember  that  people  are  easily 
frightened.  Fifty  years  ago,  when  electricity  was  first  in, 
there  was  a  prevailing  myth  that  one  always  had  to 
leave  something  plugged  in  an  outlet,  because  if  not, 
the  electricity  would  leak  out  onto  the  floor,  build  up. 
and  when  you'd  walk  into  a  room  you'd  get  a  shock 
We  smile  at  that  now,  because  we  realize  that  it  is  a 
myth.  At  the  lime  it  was  believed  because  people  didn't 
understand  electricity.  They  knew  that  it  was 
powerful,  and  if  handled  incorrectly  could  be  very 
dangerous,  even  lethal.  So  there  was  an  insinuation 
here  to  be  frightened  of  The  same  thing  happens  in 
other  areas  and  1  think  that  it  is  happening  here.  It  is 
also  happening  to  some  extent  with  nuclear  energy. 
People  are  being  frightened  by  myths.  Some  people 
have  written  books,  and  have  made  money  out  of 
raising  questions.  People  tend  to  fear  what  they  don't 
understand  But  I  think  it  behooves  us.  the  responsible 
legitimate  community  to  be  able  to  claim  mythology 
when  mythology  exists,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize 
legitimate  precautions  when  legitimate  precautions 
should  be  taken.  There  should  be  good  precautions 
taken  here,  and  I  think  that  they  have  been.  And  1 
don't  think  that  there  is  any  danger  for  the  people  in 
the  community.  As  I  say  if  there  should  be  new 
information  I  would  immediately  revise  my  positi 
and  take  appropriate  steps." 


WKKL:  "Briefly  on  the  Indian  land  suit.  " 

NELSON:  "Irus  ol  course  relates  more  to  the 
people  of  Mashpee  than  to  any  other  community  on 
the  Cape,  but  it  has  implications  for  all  of  us  whether 
we  live  on  the  Cape  or  anywhere  else  and  1  happen  to 
think  that  the  Indian  land  suit  here  is  frivolous.  1  don't 
think  that  the  intention  of  the  federal  law  that  existed 
in  the  eighteenth  was  to  jeopardize  people  who  bought 
land  two  hundred  years  later.  1  don't  think  that  there  is 
really  legitimate  claim  that  people  should  be  thrown 
out  of  homes,  or  that  people  should  have  to  give  of 
their  money,  which  is  a  tax  subsidy  arrangement,  or 
that  there  should  be  some  kind  of  compension  from 
the  federal  government.  1  don't  think  that  the  Indians 
have  a  legitimate  claim  here.  Therefore,  I  would 
dismiss  the  whole  thing,  and  would  move  legislation  to 
do  that.  I've  been  very  disappointed  in  the  kind  of 
representation  that  people  have  gotten  here  Mashpee, 
because  their  senators  and  their  congressmen  have 
made  this  a  political  football,  and  I  don't  think  it  is 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  Mashpee. 


NELSON:  "So  I  should  immediately  promise  a 
grant,  right?  Isn't  that  what  politicians  say,  elect  me 
and  you'll  all  get  a  grant?  If  you're  asking  should  there 
be  federal  grants  for  colleges,  I'm  very  wary  of  that  on 
two  counts  One,  as  soon  as  the  federal  government 
starts  handing  out  grants,  you  know  what  follows.  He 
who  pays  the  piper  calls  the  tune,  and  very  shortly 
thereafter  they  start  telling  you  how  your  college 
should  be  run.  Who  should  be  admitted,  what  the 
curriculum  should  be.. ..So  I  think  there  is  a  danger  is 
allowing  us  to  be  controlled  even  if  it  is  with  the  tease 
ahead  of  time  of  being  given  some  money,  and  second 
I  am  uncomfortable  with  the  working  man  being 
forced  to  pick  up  the  tab  in  tax  dollars,  to  support 
college  students  or  collegiate  activities  .The  fact  is 
that  you  people  are  the  ones  who  are  going  to  benefit 
from  this  education,  you  are  the  ones  who  are  going 


to  get  higher  wages,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  to  ask 
somebody  who  works  forty  or  fifty  hours  a  week  in  a 
factory,  who  may  never  have  gone  to  college  and 
whose  kids  may  never  go  to  college,  to  pick  up  the  tab 
isn't  right.  I  think  that  college  students  are  in  a  very 
good  position  to  be  able  to  pick  up  the  tab,  and  if  it 
means  borrowing  money  as  1  did  to  go  through  school, 
well  who  is  in  a  better  position  to  pay  it  back;  if  not  the 
college  student  who  is  benefiting  from  the  education. 
So  I'm  very  leary  of  seeing  this  move  towards  'lets  have 
the  government  set  up  another  program  and  give 
another  grant.'  It  is  tempting  and  it's  easy  money,  but  1 
think  in  the  long  run  it  would  cause  problems."

WASHINGTON.  D.C.  -  Solar  and  conservation  tax  credits 
long  sought  by  Senator  Edward  W  Brooke (R- Mass  I,  passed  the 
Senate  as  an  amendment  to  H  R    112 

"This  is  a  significant  victory  for  the  consumer  and  for  the 
movement  to  commercialize  solar  power."  said  Brooke. 

The  legislation  provides  for  a  30  percent  tax  credit  lor  solar  heal 
and  power  installation  in  residential  units  up  to  a  total  ol  S2.nwo 
and  a  20  percent  tax  credit  on  amounts  from  $2,000  to  $10,000 

In  addition,  a  20  percent  tax  credit  will  be  available  lor 
insulation  and  heating  system  upgrading  up  to  S2.000 

Senator  Brooke  has  worked  since  1975  to  get  conservation  lax 
credits  passed  as  separate  legislation 

After  the  legislation's  passage  Brooke  remarked.  "This  is  not 
the  final  word  on  conservation  tax  credits  Much  work  remains  to 
be  done  in  providing  small  businesses  with  tax  credits  to 
stimulate  research  and  development  of  solar  energy  "

Advisory  Commission.  This  is  an  organization  that  all 
15  Community  Colleges  arc  required  by  law  to 
participate  in.  Each  college  is  to  elect  one  SAC 
Commissioner  and  one  alternate  to  represent  the 
student  body  The  Commission  meets  once  a  month 
(usually  at  one  of  the  15  campuses)  to  discuss  and  deal 
with  problems  that  may  exist  ai  individual  community 
college.  They  may  be  student/ faculty  related 
problems,  student  administration  related  problems, 
or  even  student,  senate  government  related  problems 
These  can  be  problems  involving  a  range  of  things 
anywhere  from  distribution  of  state  funds  supporting 
Mass.  Higher  Education  to  curriculum  policy  to 
individual  student  grievances. 

The  most  important  role  SAC  plays  as  a  pan  of  the 
student  voice  in  politics  is  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  has  voting  rights  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  What  this  means  is  that  right  at  the  head 
branch  of  all  decision-making  bodies  within  the  school 
system,  a  community  college  student  is  present  with  a

I  Will  answer  all  questions  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
Anything  from  the  life  history  of  the  Spntted  Salamander  to 
edible  wild  plants  and  survival  to  pets  is  fair  game.  I  hope  that 
the  epidemic  uf  the  virus  'Sludentus  apathyti"  has  run  its 


The  hunting  season  will  soon  be  upon  us  Those  of  us  who  do 
hunt  will  soon  be  out  tramping  the  woods  and  fields  in  search  of 
our  elusive  game  In  the  meantime  we  will  be  suffering  the  effects 
of  exposure,  wet  feet,  blisters,  briars  and  bogs,  not  to  mention  the 
onslaughts  of  miriad  of  six-legged  creepies. 

For  the  average  hunter,  the  Cape  abounds  in  huntable  wildlife 
Squirrels  of  both  red  and  grey  varieties  are  abundant.  Because  of 
the  damage  that  they  do,  there  is  no  closed  season  on  red  squirrels 
This  law  also  applies  to  English  Sparrows  and  Starlings.  There 
are  many  people  who  hunt  the  Quail  and  Pheasants  on  the  Cape  1 
do  not  hunt  birds  at  all  Some  people  get  thrills  trying  to  hit  a  bird 
m  the  air.  but  I  feel  that  this  is  a  waste  of  lime,  shells  and  money. 
There  is  also  the  threat  of  lead  poisoning  in  our  flyways.  For  the 
amount  of  edible  meal  you  get  from  these  birds  and  the  cost  to 
obtain  them,  (at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  shells  per  bird),  I  feel  that 
it  is  a  total  waste. 

There  are  many  people  who  hunt  deer  on  the  Cape  I  am  against 
this  in  all  but  a  few  areas.  The  livable  habitat  for  our  Cape  deer  has 
been  severely  decimated  by  the  constant  addition  of  new  houses 
being  built  The  deer  population  here  is  very  low  compared  to  the 
rest  of  the  state,  it  has  been  destroyed  by  ihc  destruction  of 
woodlands,  not  by  hunting  Except  for  areas  in  Mashpee, 
Falmouth  and  areas  in  that  direction,  the  deer  are  crowded  i

African  History  Film 

"THE  LAST  GRAVE  AT  DIMBAZA".  on 
indictment  of  apartheid  and  the  mistreatment  of 
blacks  in  South  Africa,  was  filmed  illegally  by 
South  African  filmmaker.  Nana  Mahoma,  and 
then  smuggled  out  of  the  country. 

It  depicts  the  tragic  plight  of  black  South 
Africans  on  the  receiving  end  of  the  white 
government's  apartheid  policies,  and  how  those 
policies  are  designed  to  deliberately  separate 
black  families  not  only  from  white  but  from  each 
other  Currently,  about  eight  million  blacks  live 
in  segregated  areas  outside  the  white  cities  where 
they  work,  while  their  wives  and  children  are 
forced  to  exist  in  the  "bantustans,"  areas  of  the 
country  set  aside  for  them.  These  "bantustans" 
could  provide  a  subsistance  living  for  about 
2,500,000  people,  but  already  7.000,000  live 
there  in  what  has  been  described  as  "cesspools  of 
poverty,  ignorance  and  disease." 

The  last  scene  in  the  film  shows  almost  too 
graphically  the  living  conditions  in  one 
particular  area,  Dimbaza,  The  title  is  derived 
from  the  open,  waiting  graves  in  a  special 
children's  graveyard  where  alreadv  450  children 
are  buried. 

This  film  has  been  shown  on  British, 
Canadian,  and  American  television  and  has  won 
awards  at  film  festivals  around  the  world  Le 
Monde  described  it  as  "the  most  remarkable 
documentary"  shown  at  the  1974  Cannes  Film 
Festival.

One  of  the  many  degree  programs  offered  to  Cape  Cod 
Community  College  Students  is  the  Denial  Hygiene  program 
This  program  serves  ihe  dual  purpose  of  training  Dental  Hygiene 
students  and  providing  free  Dental  Hygiene  care  for  C.C.C.C. 
students,  community  members,  and  special  needs  groups. 

Located  in  the  ground  floor  of  the  South  Building,  ihe 
C.C.C.C.  Dental  Hygiene  program  is  primarily  orientated  toward 
training  freshman  and  sophomore  Dental  Hygiene  students  the 
finer  skills  of  the  trade 

The  Dental  Hygiene  instructional  staff  is  headed  by  Mrs. 
Suzanne  Box  Mrs.  Box,  who  designed  and  started  the  C.C.C.C 
Dental  Hygiene  program,  has  an  extensive  background  in  dental 
hygiene  Her  original  interest  has  roots  from  her  father  being  a 
dentist  She  graduated  from  the  Forsyth  School  for  Dental 
Hygienist*  m  Boston  and  went  into  private  practice  She  worked 
on  a  research  project  for  a  couple  years  and  returned  to  school,  at 
Northeastern  University,  and  received  her  Bachelors  Degree.  She 
then  returned  to  the  Forsyth  School  to  teach  Hygiene  Box  has 
also  been  Ihe  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Dental  Hvgienisls 
Association  In  1970  she  held  a  position  at  the  New  Hampshire 
Technical  Institute  where  she  designed  and  opened  a  Dental 
Hygiene  Program  In  1974.  Mrs  Box  was  hired  at  CCC.C  to 
design  and  open  a  Dental  Hygiene  Program,  She  accomplished 
this  goal  and  is  presently  busy  training  this  year's  freshman 
studenis. 


In  addition  to  Mrs  Box,  Dental  Hygiene  program  instructors 
include  Mrs.  Lynn  Pasko.  Mrs  Rita  Jones,  and  Mrs,  Nancy 
Delaive  Two  dentists,  Dr.  Svenson  and  Dr  Kinney  are  also 
presently  involved  in  training  and  providing  assistance  to  the 
program.  In  future  months,  additional  dentists  will  also  be 
utilized  in  the  clinic. 

As  many  readers  may  know,  it  is  not  easy  to  gel  into  the  Dental 
Hygiene  program  at  C.C.C.C  New  students  are  usually  chosen 
from  a  list  of  some  240  applicants.  Primary  evaluation  of  Ihe 
applicants  is  done  by  Director  of  Admissions,  Ms.  Tina  Segallo. 
She  examines  applicants'  grades  from  high  school,  the  types  of 
courses  taken,  extracurricular  activities,  work  experience,  and 
recommendations.  From  this  information,  the  list  is  narrowed 
down  to  a  much  smaller  number  of  applicants. 

Once  the  list  is  narrowed  down,  Segallo.  Box.  and  Jones  must 
chose  14  students  who  will  be  enrolled  in  the  Dental  Hygiene 
Program.  This  job  is  often  made  even  more  difficult  when 
decisions  on  internal  transfer  students  are  included  in  the  process. 

To  many  applicants  it  is  a  disappointment  to  nol  be  chosen  for 
the  program.

In  addition  to  the  standard  core  requirement  courses, 
such  as  English,  the  students  must  study  a  number  of  science  and 
dental  hygiene  courses.  A  high  academic  grade  level  is  also 
required  by  the  instructors  for  successful  completion  of  the 
program 

In  addition  to  classroom  time,  students  spend  hours  in  training 
in  the  clinic  atmosphere  At  first  the  students  work  on  artificial 
aids,  such  as  special  simulated  heads. with  the  contents  of  a  human 
mouth,  which  enable  the  students  to  practice  technique.

ARE  YOU  SICK? 

Health  services  reports  that  there  have  been  numerous  cases  of 
P.P.L.O.  or  "Walking  Pneumonia'"  on  campus  in  ihese  first  few 
weeks  of  school  This  earlv  form  of  Pneumonia  exhibits  symptoms 
similar  to  those  of  a  cold  or  flu.  If  not  treated  however.  P  P.L.O. 
gets  worse  and  can  confine  you  to  bed  or  hospitalization.

Esther  fernald  gave  ihe  following  symptoms  of  illness  which 
would  indicate  the  necessity  of  medical  care;  heavy  cough 
accompanied  by  mucus,  a  temperature  higher  than  99c, 
combinations  of  nausea  and  headaches,  severe  sore  throats  and 
difficulty  in  sleeping. 

In  addition  lo  medical  treatment  it  is  advisable  that  you  get  as 
much  sleep  as  you  can.  drink  plenty  of  fluids,  in  particular  those 
with  Vitamin  C.  and  remember  not  to  mix  any  medications  with 
alcohol.

Begin  by  mixing  the  oil  and  soy  If  you  place  it 
in  the  refrigerator  immediately,  it  will  help  it  to 
mix  together  Wash  everything  in  cold  water 
before  you  do  anything  else. 

Cut  off  the  roots  of  the  scallions,  and  most  ot 
the  green  leafy  part,  leaving  about  five  inches  of 
whitish  pulp  Cut  these  twice  longitudinally,  and 
then  diagonally  about  five  times.  Place  these  in 
cold  water  (as  you  will  do  with  all  of  the 
vegetables  when  you  have  cut  them).  Cut  the 
celery  diagonally  into  one  half  inch  strips.  Core 
the  peppers  and  cut  into  one  half-inch  slices 
Remove  the  stem  and  the  root  of  the  radishes 
and  cut  them  in  half.  Cut  the  cucumbers  into 
quarters  lengthwise,  then  diagonally  into  pieces 
an  inch  and  a  half  long. 

In  essence,  the  salad  is  completed,  but  leave  it 
in  the  cold  water  until  you  have  completed  the 
preparations  for  the  main  course.  This  will 
insure  a  crisper  salad.  Add  the  dressing  just

and  obtain  about  six  cups  (!'/i  per  person).  The 
rice  must  be  done  fully  before  the  chicken  is 

In  an  18-19  inch  skillet,  heat  the  oil.  and  add 
the  chicken.  CONSTANTLY  stir  for  five 
minutes,  until  all  the  meat  has  turned  white 
Then  add  the  pineapple,  stir  well,  lower  the 
flame,  cover,  and  let  sit  for  five  minutes.  While 
you  are  waiting,  mix  up  the  soy  sauce,  the 
cornstarch,  the  vinegar,  and  the  pineapple  juice 
that  you  save.  When  the  time  is  up,  add  it  to  the 
pan  and  keep  stirring  it  until  the  whole  mixture 
has  thickened.

Jarvis,  the  seemingly  caped  crusader  who  is  finally 
making  a  stand  to  those  "nasty"  politicians,  the  savior 
of  the  middle  class,  the  Robin  Hood  of  the  20th 
century,  is  not  as  devoted  to  the  middle  class  property 
owner  as  some  may  think  Besides  being  a  millionaire, 
he  is  also  the  director  of  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Apartment  Owners  Association  and  the  owner  of  a 
number  of  apartment  buildings.  Who  will  benefit 
more  from  Proposition  1 3  than  an  apartment  owner?  I 
wonder  how  much,  if  any,  the  rents  went  down  in  his 
apartments  Be  guaranteed  one  thing,  he  will  not 
refund  a  decent  percentage  to  his  renters,  and  there  is 
no  law  that  says  he  has  to.

"YOU'RE  GONNA  GET  IT" 

Tom  Petty  and  the  Heartbreakers 

(Shelter/ABC) 


The  second  release  from  Petty  and  his  cohorts  proves  even 
tighter  and  more  consistent  than  their  debut  album  They  project 
a  sound  reminiscent  of  the  early  Rolling  Stones,  without  losing 
their  originality  All  the  cuts  possess  a  raw  feeling  to  them  and  give 
off  unlimited  energy.  By  keeping  them  short,  (no  songexceeds  VA 
minutes)  they  whet  the  appetile  of  ihe  listener  and  avoid 
monotony  and  simplistic  repetition.  They  avoid  all  the  glitter  and 
over-production  flooding  the  racks  lately  and  have  a  more  ^nsic 
approach  lo  conditions  for  recording. 

The  album's  highlights  are  "I  Need  To  Know".  "When  The

"Old  Time  rock  V  Roll"  and  "Ain't  Got  No  Money"  are  the 
only  tunes  which  Seger  did  not  pen  himself.  IF  this  album  has  any 
weak  cuts,  these  would  be  the  only  possibilities  They  are  both

battles  the  next  The  lyrics  are  sheer  poetry  and  does  not  shatter 
the  mind  wiih  double-entendres  It  also  has  a  strong  rhythm 
section  lo  guarantee  enough  depth  to  the  songs. 

Ian  Anderson  has  promised  to  return  lo  T'lll's  original  hard 
rock  roots  for  their  next  project,  and  I'm  looking  forward  lo  that;

However  far  off  the  experts' 
estimation  may  be  in  reality,  we 
can't  afford  to  not  be  aware  of 
all  the  possible  outcomes  in 
weighing  the  benefits  against 
the  costs  of  generating  power 
via  nuclear  reactors.  In  fact  this 
factor  of  uncertainty  is  the 
basis  upon  which  I  lodge  my 
whole  attack  against  continu- 
ing production  of  nuclear 
power.  Hopefully,  the  terrible 
risk  involved  in  operating  these 
power  plants  will  become 
apparent  to  all  readers  of  this 
column  as  I  lake  it  slowly  and 
as  simply  as  possible  in

Ten  miles  later  we  finally 
dragged  our  canoes  to  rest  on  a 
sandy  beach  by  our  campsite 
We  were  wet.  cold,  and  tired 
Pitching  our  tents  in  our  own 
favored  spots,  we  then  set  out 
for  wood  for  the  fire  Since 
there  were  trees  in  the  forest, 
many  of  them  dead  and  lying 
on  the  ground,  we  had  little 
trouble  with  this  chore.

Clamshell  Alliance  Holds 
Demonstration  at  Seabrook

SEABROOK,  N.H.  —  On  October  7.  1978, 
members  of  the  Clamshell  Alliance  staged  an 
anti-nuclear  demonstration  at  the  site  of  the 
Seabrook  nuclear  power  plant  in  Seabrook, 
New  Hampshire.  The  Alliance  had  planned  to 
split  up  into  three  groups:  the  first  two  were  to 
scale  the  fences  around  the  plant  at  dawn,  while 
the  third  was  to  hold  a  rally  at  noon  and  enter  the 
plant  aflerwards. 


Julie  Genatossio.  a  student  here  at  4Cs,  was  in 
the  North  Group,  which  climbed  the  fence  on  the 
north  side  of  the  plant  at  dawn.  She  was  arrested 
as  soon  as  she  touched  the  ground  and  charged 
with  criminal  trespassing,  as  were  41  other 
Clamshellers  who  went  over  the  fence.  Ms. 
Genatossio  stayed  in  the  Seabrook  Jail  for  one 
day,  after  which  she  was  released  on  $100  bail

It  depicts  the  tragic  plight  of  black  South 
Africans  on  the  receiving  end  of  the  white 
government's  apartheid  policies,  and  how  those 
policies  are  designed  to  deliberately  separate 
black  families  not  only  from  white  but  from  each 
other.  Currently,  about  eight  million  blacks  live 
in  segregated  areas  outside  the  white  cities  where 
they  work,  while  their  wives  and  children  are 
forced  to  exist  in  the  "bantustans,"  areas  of  the 
country  set  aside  for  them.  These  "bantustans" 
could  provide  a  subsistance  living  for  about 
2,500,000  people,  but  already  7,000.000  live 
there  in  what  has  been  described  as  "cesspools  of 
poverty,  ignorance  and  disease." 

The  last  scene  in  the  film  shows  almost  too 
graphically  the  living  conditions  in  one 
particular  area,  Dimbaza.  The  title  is  derived 
from  the  open,  waiting  graves  in  a  special 
children's  graveyard  where  already  450  children 

This  film  has  been  shown  on  British. 
Canadian,  and  American  television  and  has  won 
awards  at  film  festivals  around  the  world,  he 
Monde  described  it  as  "the  most  remarkable 
documentary"  shown  at  the  1974  Cannes  Film 
Festival.

The  events  that 
followed  the  discovery  of  the  bomb  pointed  out 
several  problems  in  the  campus's  emergency 
contingency  plans.  The  story  and  a  couple 
comments  follow. 

It  was  a  typical  Wednesday  morning  al 
CCCC.  People  were  attending  classes,  studying 
in  the  student  lounge,  and  enjoying  a  cup  of 
coffee  in  the  cafeteria. 

At  about  10  a.m.  a  man  walked  into  the 
cafeteria,  sat  down,  set  his  bnef  case  down  on  the 
floor  and  went  up  to  get  a  cup  of  coffee. 
Suddenly  he  noticed  that  he  had  somehow  left  his 
wallet  at  home  Concerned  about  this 
forget  fullness,  he  took  his  coffee  back  into  the 
cafeteria,  sat  down  at  another  table  and  quicklv 

drank  his  coffee.  Looking  at  his  watch,  he  tried  to 
plan  in  his  head  how  he  could  get  home,  pickup 
his  wallet,  and  return  to  school  in  time  for  class. 
He  looked  at  his  watch  several  times  until  he  was 

sure  that  he  had  enough  time  to  make  it  home. 

The  man  got  up  and  headed  out  of  the  cafeteria 

toward  his  car,  inadvertently  leaving  his  bnef 

case  on  the  floor.

this  point,  the  severity  of  the  situation  becomes 
frightening  The  Lieutenant,  who  has  training  in 
bomb  work,  examined  the  case  for  external 
trigger  devices  He  could  not  find  any 
indications,  but  because  of  the  large  number  of 
people  in  the  building,  he  decided  it  would  be 
best  to  get  the  case  out  of  the  building  He  picked 
up  the  case  and  headed  out  toward  one  of  the 

At  the  time,  this  may  have  seemed  the  best 
thing  to  do.  Later,  however,  there  were  some 
second  thoughts  about  the  way  that  the  potential 
bomb  was  handled  in  the  first  crucial  minutes. 
What  if  the  bomb  had  had  a  motion  activated 
detonation  switch,  which  when  moved  only 
slightly  could  detonate  the  bomb,  which  in  all 
probability  would  have  brought  the  commons 
building  down  into  a  pile  of  broken  concrete  and 
brick!  More  than  a  hundred  people  could  have 
been  injured  or  killed  if  the  bomb  had  exploded 
in  the  cafeteria  at  that  time  of  day. 

A  better  solution  to  the  problem  would  have 
been  to  evacuate  the  entire  building  before  doing 

anything.  Evacuation  of  the  commons  budding

As  a  result,  the  academic  community 
is  busily  running  off  to  various 
conferences  to  see  if  it  can  concoct  an 
acceptable  affirmative  action  program 
on  its  own.  Professional  organizations 
like  the  American  Council  of  Education 
and  the  National  Assessment  of 
Educational  Progress,  as  well  as  schools 
from  the  University  of  Maryland  to 
Mount  Marty  College  in  South  Dakota, 
have  already  scheduled  Bakke 
conferences  this  fall  Other  groups,  like 
the  Amencan  Association  for  Higher 
Education,  have  rushed  opinion 
booklets  into  print  that  catalogue 
admissions  policy  adju 
Bakke  decision's  wake

The  court  itself  was  clear  only  on  the 
first  point  of  the  consensus.  On  the 
second  point,  the  court  said  schools  can 
consider  race  as  one  element  of  an 
applicant's  character,  and  thus  his 
admissability  Yet  it  added  that  to  give 
an  applicant  special  treatment  only 
because  of  his  or  her  race  would  violate 


Specifically,  the  court  decided  that 
Allan  Bakke  had  been  denied  an  equal 
opportunity  to  compete  for  one  of  the 
15  med  school  seats  Davis  had  reserved 
for  minority  students.  Minority 
students,  though,  were  eligible  for  all 
100  seats  in  (he  class.   Bakke  and  all 

Justice  Brennan  wrote  at  some  length 
on  the  third  point  of  the  consensus,  that 
colleges  should  retain  control  over  their 
own  admissions  programs,  and  that 
"more  minority  students"  is  a  worthy 
program  goal. 

But  he  found — and  the  post-Bakke 
consensus  has  tended  to  concur— that 
schools  will  need  to  take  a  good,  hard 
look  at  how  they  admit  students. 
Minimally,  the  standards  that  are 
emerging  would  require  schools  to 
publicly  declare  their  admissions 
policies,  and  to  explain  how  the  policies 
help  the  schools  meet  their  institutional

Bakke  Just  Another  Student

DAVIS,  CA.  (CPS)  -  The 

dean  says  he  caused  a  decline  in 
minority  applications  to  ihc 
school.  The  administration 
says  his  very  presence  required 
extra  security  precautions  The 
rest  of  the  world  of  higher 
education,  meanwhile,  knows 
he'8  inspired  a  time  of 
uncertainty  for  all  affirmative 
action  programs. 

So,  none  too  surprisingly. 
Allan  Bakke.  possibly 
America's  best-known 
freshman,  started  school  Sept. 
25  amid  the  clamour  of  the 
press  and  the  shouts  of 
protesters.  Seemingly  obbvious 
to  the  questions  and  the 
demonstration,  Bakke  just 
smiled  and  walked  briskly  into 
the  main  building  of  the 
University  of  Califomia-Davis 
medical  school.

Nonetheless  Andy 
Noguchi,  a  spokesman  for  the 
group,  said  he  wished  Bakke 
the  man  ill,  and  that  he  was 
protesting  the  US  Supreme 
Coun  ruling. 

In  June,  of  course,  the  high 
court  ruled  the  Davis 
affirmative  action  program— 
which  Bakke  contended  had 
unfairly  baned  him  from  the 
med     school     because    he    is 

because  it  used  race  as  the 
major  factor  in  considering 
Bakke's  application. 

But  in  a  separate  5-4 
decision,  the  court  also  ruled 
that  race  and  disadvantaged 
status  could  be  considered  in 
admissions  in  order  to  develop 
a  balanced  student  body. 

Bakke  was,  according  to  his 
classmates,  greeted  warmly  by 
many  students,  and  has  been 
treated  as  just  another  person 
trying  to  survive  med  school. 
By  the  end  of  this  first  week, 
Bakke  was  indeed  indistin- 
guishable from  his  peers.  On 
breaks  he  talked  medicine  with 
students  around  him,  and 
answered  probing  questions 
like  "How's  it  going.  Big  AIIT 
and  "how  far  are  you  behind?" 


Dr.  Willard  Centerwatl.  a 
genetics  professor,  said  the 
faculty  isn't  giving  Bakke 
special  treatment,  either.  "I

On  Page  one  of  the  lasi  issue,  we  ran  a  report  by  the 
Student  Senate  President,  Knsty  White,  on  the 
enormous  tuition  increase  the  state  sprung  on  out-of- 

Kristy's  beef  was  not  the  increase  itself,  but  the 
timing  of  it.  Instead  of  notifying  the  out-of-state 
students  by  the  required  deadline,  the  state  did  not 
notify  them  until  the  last  minute.  As  a  result,  many 
out-of-state  students,  at  4Cs  as  well  as  across  the  state, 
had  to  drop  out  of  school  because  of  a  lack  of  personal 

Well,  through  the  Student  Senate  President's  hard 
work  and  determination,  and  with  the  backing  of  the 
rest  of  the  Student  Senate,  Knsty  ground  out  an 
agreement  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  state. 

As  it  stands  now.  the  out-of-state  students  will  have 
until  the  end  of  this  semester  to  pay  the  tuition 
increase.  The  students  still  may  have  trouble  swinging 
the  payment,  but  at  least  this  way,  the  students  will 
have  some  extra  time  in  which  to  do  it.

Since  the  first  issue  of  the  Main  Sheet,  Carol  Smith 
(COPE  Club  director)  and  I  have  diligently  researched 
the  possible  alternatives  for  offering  a  Day  Care 
Service  to  4Cs  students.  Our  concepts  for  such  a 
service  would  include  observational  expenence  as  well 
as  Day  Care  for  children. 

In  recent  years  we  have  all  seen  this  institution 
incorporate  technology  programs  into  its  previously 
Liberal  Arts  based  curriculum.  To  institute  an  Earlv 
Childhood  Education  Program  therefore,  becomes  "a 
question  of  pnorities,"  comments  President  Hall. 
Unfortunately,  Administration  has  failed  to  realize 
that  such  programs  draw  even  greater  numbers  of 
older  students  to  our  campus.  Many  of  these  students 
are  parents. 

The  Barnstable  Planning  and  Economic 
Commission  that  the  1970  census  for  Barnstable 
County  show  the  number  of  "women  in  the  labor  force 
to  be  13,298."  the  latest  1977  estiamte  is  24,697  This 
shows  an  increase  over  seven  years  of  1 1,399  women. 
With  the  trend  toward  working  women,  we  must  also 
realize  that  many  of  these  must  also  be  mothers.  With 
today's  inflation,  mothers  as  well  as  fathers  are  forced 
to  seek  employment. 

President  Hall  states  "The  reconversion  of  existing 
conditions  are  loo  difficult  because  of  space,  money, 
approval  and  a  great  deal  of  priority  barriers."  Since 
an  "On  Campus  Center"  meets  against  such  obstacles, 
the  greatest  of  these  appears  to  be  approval  of  funding 
from  the  State  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

Yet,  there  are  near  future  alternatives  to  the 
realization  of  a  4Cs  Day  Care  Service.  Such 
alternatives  include  Federal  and  local  funding,  leasing 
a  center  in  the  local  community  or  incorporation  with 
existing  Day  CAre  facilities. 

Both  the  COPE  Club  on  the  Main  Sheet  are 
conducting  surveys  to  estimate  the  need  and  interest  in 
reaction  to  an  Early  Childhood  Education  Program 
and  Day  Care  facility  However,  to  insure  the  validity 
of  these  surveys  a  reponse  from  a  substantial  number 
of  the  College  Community  is  needed.  If  we  are  not  able 
to  show  a  definite  need  for  our  concepts,  no  further 
steps  can  be  taken. 

Taking  a  couple  of  minutes  to  fill  out  the  survey 
forms  does  not  mean  commitment,  but  is  only  an 
indication  of  support  The  Main  Sheet  survey,  which 
pertains  to  the  entire  college  community  members,  is 
on  the  door  of  its  office,  second  floor  of  the  Commons 
building  The  COPE  Club  survey,  which  pertains  to 
Student-parents  is  in  the  Learning  Lab,  first  floor  of 
the  Commons  building. 

If  you  agree,  show  your  support  through  one  of  the 
two  surveys  Without  success  through  this  first  step, 
research  on  developing  alternatives  to  the  problem 
cannot  continue.  Nothing  can  be  accomplished 
without  the  help  of  ALL.

I  am  responding  in  support  of  Dave  Nelson's 
commentary  concerning  the  Cape  Cod  Coliseum 
which  appeared  in  the  September  26th  edition  of  the 
Main  Sheet. 

Decreasing  the  violence  at  Cape  Cod  Coliseum  can 
be  accomplished  through  certain  renovations  in  the 
building  and  in  the  seating  arrangements. 

Installing  an  efficient  air  conditioning  system  would 
lower  the  internal  temperature  to  a  tolerable  level.  It 
was  93  degrees  and  very  humid  on  the  night  of  the  J 
Geils  concen  this  past  summer,  with  over  1,000 people 
in  the  arena,  the  internal  temperature  was  close  to  1 1 5 
degrees.  Masses  of  people  were  pushing  against  the 
doors  to  get  ouside  for  air  while  the  police  were 
attempting  to  restrain  them,  consequently  a  fight 
erupted  Had  there  been  a  cooling  system  to  keep  the 
temperature  down,  the  fight  might  not  have  happened 

Improving  the  acoustical  quality  of  the  structure 
would  cut  down  on  the  vibrations  inside  and  the  noise 
complaints  from  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Coliseum.  Good  acoustics  just  don't  exist  in  that  place, 
every  note  reverberates  off  of  metal  bleachers  and 
concrete  walls.  Foam  insulation,  when  installed 
correctly,  will  filter  vibrations  and  keep  the  volume 

Enclosing  the  parking  lot  with  a  12-foot  high  chain 
link  fence  will  keep  cars,  people,  and  litter  on 
Coliseum  property  and  off  of  private  property. 

Changing  the  admission  policies  from  general  to 
reserved  seating  would  also  improve  the  situation  In  a 
general  admission  policy  there  are  no  seats  on  the 
arena  floor  and  large  crowds  tend  to  congregate  in 
front  of  the  stage.  Not  only  is  this  threatening  to  the 
guest  band,  it  also  creates  an  opportunity  for  a  large 
scale  riot.  Reserved  seating  policies  provide  chairs  on 
the  arena  floor  eliminating  any  formation  of  a  large 
group.  Tickets  are  assigned  according  to  three  set 
price  ranges,  where  as  general  tickets  are  one  price 
with  no  seating  arrangement.  During  1974  and  1975. 
the  Coliseum  employed  the  reserved  seating  system 
and  had  very  few  problems  with  crowds. 

Seeing  the  Coliseum  turned  into  a  warehouse 
irritates  me,  Hopefully  some  of  my  propositions  will 
be  helpful  in  finding  an  alternative  to  closing  the 
Coliseum.  After  all,  why  do  we  need  another 
warehouse?

CC  Conservatory 
Receives  Pledges 


Three  generous  individuals  have  combined  to  make  a  SIOU.IKK) 
matching  gift  to  the  Cape  Cod  Conservatory  building  fund.  This 
pledge,  when  matched,  will  v.rtuallyet.minatethecxist.ng debt  on 
the  Conservatory's  West  Barnstable  studios  "We  are  most 
grateful  for  the  generousily  of  these  three  individuals  and  look 
forward  to  meeting  the  challenge  and  eliminating  the  debt  and  the 
burdensome  interest  payments  which  go  with  it.  At  the  same  time 
we  are  anxious  to  repay  the  First  National  Bank  of  Cape  Cod 
whose  vision  patience  and  understanding  have  been  an 
invaluable  aid'to  the  Conservatory  over  the  past  five  years,"  said 
Conservatory  Chairman  David  Rockwood. 

The  three  matching  gift  donors  are  all  previous  contributors  to 
the  Conservatory  Development  program  Miss  Ann  Bird  ot 
Wianno  and  Walpolc  first  became  interested  in  the  Conservatory 
m  1972  when  her  late  mother  funded  the  Bird  Library.  Mr.  W. 
Van  Alan  Clark,  of  Marion,  Massachusetts  is  president  of 
Sippican  Engineering  and  has  long  been  associated  with  the 
Woods  Hole  community  Mr.  and  Mrs  Donald  P.  McGraw  of 
Wianno  and  New  York  have  served  the  conservatory  in  various 
capacities  since  1972.  Mrs.  McGraw  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Conservatory  Corporation  since  that  lime  and  has  been  active  on 
several  Conservatory  Committees.  Mr  McGraw,  a  former  Vice 
President  of  the  McGraw-Hill  Corporation,  is  still  active  in  the 
publishing  field. 

In  1972  functioning  in  the  100  year  old  schoolhouse  on  Route 
6A  in  desperate  need  of  more  and  better  teaching  facilities,  the 
Conservatory  embarked  on  construction  of  Us  present  West 
Barnstable  facility.  "We  saw  building  costs  escalating  at  15 
percent  and  more  per  year,  while  a  bank  loan  would  cost  us  only  8 
percent  each  year  Given  our  need  for  space,  the  debt  seemed  a 
prudent  course  to  follow,"  according  to  Chairman  Rockwood  In 
December  of  1972  a  line  of  credit  for  $365,000  was  established  at 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Cape  Cod,  and  construction  of  the 
half-million  dollar  facility  was  begun.  Almost  immediately  the 
American  economy  slid  into  its  worst  recession  in  30  years,  and 
fund  raising  efforts  were  stalled. 

Two  years  ago  the  Twentieth  Anniversary  Challenge 
Committee  was  established  under  the  leadership  of  Judge  Byron 
K.  Elliott,  former  Chairman  of  the  Board  o  fjohn  Hancock 
Insurance  Company.  That  Committee  has  since  raised  more  than 
$150,000  toward  payment  of  principal  and  interest,  reducing  the 
conservatory  debt  to  its  present  level  of  $230,000  "We  knew  at  the 
time  that  we  assumed  this  debt  burden  that  it  would  be  a  difficult 
problem  for  the  Conservatory,  but  we  feel  that  the  advantages  of 
having  this  building  have  more  than  justified  the  risk  and  the 
problems,"  said  Conservatory  Director  Richard  Casper 
Enrollment  in  West  Barnstable  has  more  than  tripled  since  the 
opening  of  this  building.  In  addition,  it  has  served  as  a  makeshift 
recital  hall  and  a  meeting  place  not  only  for  the  Conservatory  and 
many  other  art  groups,  but  for  community  groups  as  well.  In 
addition  to  being  the  permanent  home  for  the  Cape  Cod 
Symphony  Orchestra,  it  has  been  the  only  home  for  the  new 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Cape  Cod  since  its  founding  in  1974. 

The  present  objective  of  the  Conservatory  is  to  secure  gifts  or 
pledges  sufficient  to  match  the  $100,000  gift  by  the  end  of  1978.

ETS  Coming  Under  Fire

LAWRENCEVILLE,  N.J. 
<CPS)  —  Camouflaged  in  the 
gently  cantilcvered  hills  of 
Lawrenceville  is  one  of  the 
most  influential  unknown 
corporations  in  America. 

Critics  like  to  characterize  it 
as  an  unchecked  monopoly,  a 
gatekeeper,  a  cradle-to-grave 
arbiter  of  social  mobility. 

Forbes  Magazine,  after 
noting  the  370  acres  of  prime 
real  estate,  the  artificial  pond, 
the  real  ducks,  the  $3  million 
conference  center,  the  tasteful 
brick  buildings,  the  savvy 
investments,  called  it  one  of  the 
hottest  little  growth  companies 
around. 

Information  officer  John 
Smith  calls  it  a  very  concerned 
organization,  with  a  lot  of 
integrity. 

The  IRS  calls  it  non-profit. 
Most  Americans  have  little 
to  say  about  the  Educational 
Testing  Service  (ETS)-  They 
know  it  only  as  a  multiple 
choice  test  that  stands  between 
them  and  college,  grad  school, 
law  school  and  now  more  than 
50  professions  ranging  from 
podiatrist  to  CIA  agent.  Last 
year  over  a  million  students 
took  the  ETS-designed 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 
(SAT).  Another  800,000  sat 
down  to  one  of  a  battery  of 
graduate  exams  Countless 
others,   from  pre-schoolers  to

from  government  and  the

know  how  to  measure.  He  adds 
that  if  the  test  has  cot 
influence  the  allocatio 
academic  opportunity,  th 
fault  lies  not  with  ETS,  but 
with  the  colleges. 

Still,  ETS  is  not  completely 
blameless.  While  they  hedge 
stating  exactly  what  predictive 
value  the  test  possess,  they  wax 
poetic  on  their  test's  rigorous 
development.  Oscar  K.  Buros. 
who  reviews  nearly  1 500  tests  in 
his  Menial  Mesurements 
Yearbook,  describes  the  SAT 
as  "highly  perfected — possibly 
reaching  the  pinnacle  of  the 
current  state  of  the  art  of 
psycho  met  ncs."  Is  it  odd  for 
people  to  assume  that  such  a 
technically-exquisite  test  ought 
to  have  some  predictive  value? 
The  question  of  prediction  is 
a  sensitive  one  at  ETS. 
Correlation  between  test  scores 
and  college  grades  in  only   4.

E  revealed  t 
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correlation  between  family 
income  and  SAT  scores.  There 
is  a  standard  error  of

Such  revelations  prompted 
the  'Truth  in  Testing" 
legislation.  Briefly,  the  bills 
would  require  all  testing  firms 
to  make  public  all  reliability 
and  validity  studies;  to  publish 
a  prominent  warning  that  the 
allegedly  exact  score  is  only  an 
approximation  to  provide  test 
applicants  with  a  specific 
description  of  what  skills  are 
being  tested;  to  publish  all  test 
questic  i  after  30  days  and  to 
notify  students  and  schools  of 
any  irregularities.

(usually  during  a  blizzard) 


Keep  an  eye  on  the  tire  pressures  Tires  tend  to  lose  air  slowly 
over  a  period  of  months,  and  for  every  drop  of  ten  degrees  in  air 
temperature,  there  will  be  a  corresponding  drop  of  one  psi  in  tire 
pressure,  which  can  be  quite  dangerous. 

It  will  soon  be  snow  tire  season,  so  dust  yours  off  if  you  have 
them  Sometimes  people  attempt  to  put  standard  (bias  ply)  snow 
tires  on  the  rear  of  the  car  when  radials  are  mounted  on  the  front 
wheels.

Lynch  Visits  CCCC 


Tom  Lynch  is  an  independent  Incumbent  candidate  for 
Barnstable  State  Representative.  Tom  Lynch  was 
welcomed  to  our  campus  as  guest  speaker  for  Mr-  Andrade's 
American  Government,  10:00  and  11:00  classes  In  N  113  on 
Wednesday,  November  1st. 

His  lecture  was  received  with  Interest  among  the  attending 
students.  Lynch  stated  ththat  his  opponent  Bemle  Wilbur 
voted  for  higher  taxes,  voted  against  Home  Rule  and  sided 
with  the  Democratic  majority  although  he  was  a  Republican 
during  his  three  and  a  half  years  in  office.  Lynch  also  ad- 
dressed himself  to  such  Issues  as  off  shore  drilling  lobbyists, 
paassenger  rail  service  for  the  Cape,  and  the  reduction  in  the

stated  that  he  has  "supported  investigation  into  the  cir- 
surrounding  state  contracts  and  structural 


defects  at  Cape  Cod  Community  College  .."  The  State 
Building  Commission  has  published  a  preliminary  report.  A 
special  commission  must  be  set  up  to  determine  "the  terms 
of  awarding  state  contracts  for  the  restoration  of  college 
structures  and  should  attempt  legal  action  in  an  attempt  to 
recover state.money."T"The  state  has  allocated  $1.6  million 
for  such  construction,  the  entire  legislature  will  address  the 
matter  during  the  January  session,"  stated  Lynch.

As  for  the  implementation  of  the  18  month  residency 
requirement  for  tuition  rates  at  Mass.  State  Colleges.  Lynch 
says  other  community  colleges  are  involved  in  trying  to

Now  that  I've  given  you  all  time  to  digest ; 
last  Issue's  manuscript  on  nuclear  i 
chemistry,  diluted  to  about  10-26  miles  per 
liter,  we  are  both  just  short  of  being 
chemical  geniuses,  right?  Good,  because 
now  I'm  going  to  talk  about  radioactivity 
and  nuclear  fission,  and  it  shouldn't  require 

If  you  can  refer  to  the  diagram  in  the 
prrevious  Main  Street  (to  the  left  of 
Frankenstein  Jr.),  consider  the  bottom 
portion  where  it  shows  the  subatomic 
particles  within  an  atom.  The  subatomic 
particles  described  are  protons,  neutrons 
and  electrons.  At  the  end  of  the  article  it 
mentions  two  other  types,  namely,  alpha 
particles  and  gamma  rays.  These  are  all 
components  of  the  nucleus  and  are  involved 
in  radiation. 

An  alphs  particle  is  nothing  more  than  a 
bundle  consisting  of  2  protons  and  2 
neutrons.

If  you  have  not  already  attended  a  COPE  meeting,  please 
join  us;  you  will  discover  a  new  dimension  to  being  an 
older"  student  at  4C's  COPE  meets  weekly  in  the  Learning 
Lab.ui  the  Commons,  on  Thursday,  at  12  30,  and  is  a  support 
group  for  the  older  student  who  is  returning  to  campus  life  or 
perhaps  is  on  campus  for  the  first  time.  As  older  students 
soon  discover,  there  are  unique  problems  that  arise  that  set 
them  apart  from  younger  students:  the  responsibility  of 
home  and  family,  finances,  work  and  time  schedulng,  and 
guilt,  to  name  a  few  COPE  is  here  to  help  you  with  these 
problems,  regardless  of  what  they  may  be. 
For  example,  recently  a  few  students  were  having  trouble 
with  a  particular  course  The  subject  was  brought  up  at  a 
COPE  meetine.  and  it  was  discovered  that  other  students 
were  having  the  same-  difficulty.  Subsequently,  a  study 
group,  with  faculty  support,  was  soon  established,  and  these 
students  are  now  coping  with  this  course  quite  well 

The  person  responsible  for  setting  up  this  study  group  is 
Carol  Smith,  COPE  Support  Group's  Facilitator,  Carol  is  a 
graduate  of  4C's  and  is  now  a  student  at  Wheaton  College. 
She  is  on  campus  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  and  can  be 
found  in  the  Learning  Lab  She  is  more  than  familiar  with 
the  questions,  problems,  and  feelings  of  uncertainty  must 
older  students  face  because  of  her  own  personal  experiences 
as  an  older  student.  She  hopes  you  will  feel  free  to  bring  your 
questions  to  her.  and  although  she  admits  that  she  might  not

Dana  pointed  out  that  the  new  forms  have  been  simplified, 
and  now  only  one  form  is  necessary  to  determine  a  student's 
eligibility    A  little  time  spent  filling  out  this  form  may  reap 
thebenefits  of  many  extra  dollars  needed  to  pay  college  fees 
and  expenses 

Sometimes  COPE  meetings  do  not  have  a  planned  theme  or 
topic,  as  was  the  case  at  the  October  2fi  meeting  Helen 
Goolishian.

in  this  respect-  The  result  is  the  mass 
number  of  uranium-238  declining  by  32  to  get 
to  lead-206.  The  eight  alpha  particles  also 
contribute  a  decrease  in  atomic  number  of 
8x2  or  16,  while  the  sii  beta  particles 
contribute  an  increase  in  atomic  number  of 
fixl.  or  six.  The  net  change  is  a  decrease  of 
16  minus  six.  or  10.  This  results  in  uranium 
(atomic  number  92)  changing  to  lead 
/atomic  number  82). 

It  is  the  radiant  energy  of  radioactive 
decay  that  a  nuclear  power  plant  taps  into. 
Inside  a  nuclear  reactor  this  is  ac- 
complished by  inducing  a  process  called 
fission  In  concept,  the  fission  reaction  is  an 
amazingly  good  device  for  obtaining 
energy  The  amount  of  energy  stored  within 
an  atom's  nucleus  is  so  enormous  that  just 
one  gram  of  reactor-grade  uranium  un- 
dergoing complete  fission  will  deliver  the 
same  energy  derived  from  burning  three 
tons  of  coal,  and  all  within  a  fraction  of  a 

Fission  is  merely  the  splitting  of  the  heavy 
nucleus,  a  particular  isotope  of  uranium, 
into  two  or  more  less  massive  nuclei  of 
different  elements.  Two  or  three  neutrons 
plus  energy  in  the  form  of  gamma  rays  are 
given  off  in  the  process.  The  bombardment 
of  the  isotope,  uranium-235,  with  a  single 
neutron  causes  it  to  undergo  fission.  The 


diagrom  shows  an  example  of  this  as  the 
uranium-235  cucleus  splits  in  two  to  produce 
krypton  and  barium,  and  emits  neutrons 
and  gamma  rays  in  doing  so. 

The  idea  behind  nuclear  power  generation 
is  basic  split  uranium-235  atoms  to  release 
radiant  energy  which  ultimately  converts  to 
heat  The  application  is  equally  simple:  use 
the  heat  to  boil  water  and  create  steam. 
Utilizing  uranium-235  as  fuel,  a  nuclear 
reactor  generates  heat  to  produce  steam  to 
spin  a  turbine  which  in  turn  powers  an 
electrical  generator.  The  end  product  is 
electricity,  of  course.  Fission  products  such 
as  those  in  the  diagram  example  are  ac- 
tually part  of  the  waste  and  are  still 
radioactive,  however- 
Next  time  I  will  discuss  the  topic  of 
radioactive  wastes  and  the  effects  of 
radiation  of  living  things.  In  the  meantime, 
the  limitedness  of  this  article  In  terms  of 
scope  and  detail  should  provide  my  op- 
ponents in  the  nuclear  controversy  some 
slack  to  work  with.

Some  areas,  which  have  had  major 
campaigns  in  instructing  the  public  in 
Cardiopulmonary  Resuscitation,  are 
pushing  toward  a  successful 
resuscitation  rate  of  nearly  60  per 
cent!  These  successful  resuscitation 
rates  are  important  because  they 
represent  people's  lives  which  have 
been  saved.  Some  of  these  lives  may 
include  -your  own,  your  friend's,  your 
child's,  your  parents',  or  perhaps  a 
stranger's,  each  very  precious  and 
dear  to  loved  ones. 


Death  often  gives  no  warning  and  is 
not  very  particular  when  it  comes  to 
choosing  a  victim.  There  are  only 
ways  of  lessening  obvious  risks  and 
providing  some  specific  cares  for 
those  struck  suddently,  perhaps 
prematurely. 

Cardiopulmonary  Resuscitation 
(C.P.R.)  is  one  of  the  best,  most 
reliable,  easy  methods  of  providing 
the  immediate  emergency  care 
treatment  vital  to  assisting  and 
rescuing  someone,  who  for  one  reason 
or  another,  has  stopped  breathing  and 
is  pulseless. 

C.P.R.  which  has  been  around  for 
about  two  decades,  has  become  well 
known  for  its  success.  This  technique 
of  providing  manual,  externa) 
resuscitation  on  victims  of  both 
cardiac  and  respiratory  arrest,  has 
been  studied  and  perfected  o 
past  few  years  and  now  it  t 
taught  to  thousands  of  people 


*ith 


remarkable  results.  There  is 
evidence  that  the  death  rate  due  to 
heart  attack  is  dropping  and  un- 
doubtedly, this  may  be  related  to  the 
information  and  training  transmitted 


Courses  in  C.P.R.  are  offered 
locally  by  the  American  Heart 
Association,  Red  Cross,  local  Fire 
and  Rescue  Squads,  schools,  and  even 
by  some  civilian  instructors. 

There  are  two  basic  courses  in 
C.P.R.  offered.  One  of  these, 
originated  by  a  Boston  TV  station,  is 
the  "Heart  Saver  Program."  This 
three  hour  American  Heart 
Association  lesson  is  designed  to  in- 
troduce a  large  number  of  people  to 
C.P.R-  in  a  one-day  basic  instruction. 
The  class  deals  with  the  basic  mouth- 
to-mouth  technique  and  in  one  rescuer 
CP.R..  This  is  a  good  place  to  start  if 
you  are  interested  in  CP.R.  but  are 
not  ready  for  the  full  class  which  is  a 
little  longer  and  deals  with  two 
rescuer  C.P.R.  infant  C.P.R.  and  the 
choking  technique  sometimes 
referred  to  as  "The  Hug."

Fin  Choking 

It  is  the  holiday  season  once  again-a  time  for  joy  and 
celebration,  a  time  for  getting  together  with  the  family 
in  a  feast  at  Thanksgiving,  a  time  of  gifts  and 
excitement  at  Christmas.  It  is  a  special  time  for 
children  and  adults  alike,  but  it  can  also  be  a  frightening 
and  sad  time  if  a  youngster  or  even  you  swallow 
something  and  are  not  able  to  say  '  'I'm  Choking  !  " 

This  season  is  not  singled  out  as  "The  choking  brne" 
or  a  nything  like  that,  but  it  has  In  the  past  been  known  to 
be  the  time  when  everyone  overeats,  overdrinks,  and 
over-everythings.  With  a  number  of  new  toys  to  play 
with,  children  are  also  more  Ukely  to  find  something  to 
stick  in  their  mouths.  It  does  happen.  And  it  does 
happen  all  too  often. 

According  to  a  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Lung 
Association's  news  release  (SEMLA)  there  is  a 
nationwide  HOLIDAY  ALERT  in  progress  to  guard 
against  children  swallowing  and  aspirating  foreign 
objects.  The  key  to  the  drive  is  of  course  prevention. 
By  warning  parents  to  watch  and  warn  their  children 
about  putting  objects  in  their  mouths  while  talking, 
running,  playing  and  or  any  number  of  other  things 
children  tend  to  do.  the  SEMLA  hopes  to  prevent 
needless  truma  at  this  time  of  year. 

Of  course,  children  are  not  the  only  ones  to  choke  As 
many  of  us  know,  many  adults  die  simply  by 
it  comes  to  cutting  and  chewing  food. 


meat  in  particular. 

Briefly,  there  are  two  channels  in  the  throat  -  one,  the 
trachia.  leads  into  the  lungs  and  the  other,  the 
esophagus,  leads  into  the  stomach.  At  the  intersection 
of  these  two  tubes  is  a  small  flap  of  tissue.  The  name  is 
not  important.  This  tissue  covers  one  of  the 
passageways  while  the  other  is  in  use  so  that  the  food  or 
drink  is  not  directed  into  the  "Wrong  Hole."  Many  of  us 
have  experienced  the  sensation  that  occurs  when  this 
flap  does  not  work  just  right. 

When  a  person  is  choking,  very  often  the  cause  is  a 
piece  of  food  which  becomes  lodged  under,  on  top  of  or 
next  to  this  flap  .  Depending  on  the  size  of  the  matter, 
the  person's  airway  may  become  partially  blocked  or 
completely  blocked.  When  this  occurs  it  is  imperative 
that  the  airway  be  re-opened  so  that  a  loss  of  oxygen 
does  not  occur.  Sometimes  the  body's  natural  reflexes 
will  cough  the  material  out.  But  it  may  not  and  soon  the 
person  will  become  helpless 

What  can  you  do  if  this  happens  to  you  or  someone  you 
are  near-'  You  can  do  several  things.  The  first  thing  to 
do  is  DO  NOT  PANIC.  Panic  may  appear  to  be  the  best 
solution  at  the  time,  but  it  only  delays  and  compli  cates 

When  a  person  has  a  partial  blockage,  he  will 
probably  reach  toward  his  throat,  cough,  and  look  very 
frightened.  When  he  does  this,  ask  him  if  he  can  speak. 
If  he  can  not,  you  should  get  behind  him.  bend  him 
forward  supporting  him,  and  slap  him  on  the  back 
between  the  shoulder  blades  about  four  times.  If  this 
does  not  work,  reach  around  the  person,  placing  your 
fist  against  their  stomach  and  then  grab  your  own  fist. 
Pull  upward,  forcing  reserve  air  in  the  lungs  upward. 
about  four  times.  The  force  of  the  expelled  air  should 
bring  the  object  up  as  far  as  their  mouth.     If  they

Eugene  Fodor,  said  to  be  one  of  the 
world's  foremost  violinists,  played  for 
a  near  capacity  crowd  at  Sandwich 
High  School  on  Sunday,  November  5.

These  musicians  stayed  at  the  home  of 
Ms  Lee  Haselton,  professor  in  the  English 
Department,  and  advisor  to  the  Main

The  musicians  visited  Mr  Kidd's  Music 
History  I  class,  at  1  pm  on  Monday  and 
answered  questions  asked  by  students,  and 
also  demonstrated  their  strange  in- 
struments and  musical  notation-  In  ad- 
dition, they  spoke  of  music  in  their  culture 
and  what  was  required  of  music  students 
in  Taiwan 

Then,  at  3  pm  they  put  on  a  small  concert 
in  the  studio  theatre.  Though  the  audience 
was  small,  the  atmosphere  was  warm  and 
informal  and  everyone  enjoyed  the  exotic 

The  trio  consisted  of  two  music  students 
andtheirteacher.  Wong  Chwg-Ping.their 
leacher,  who  is  also  conductor  of  the 
Chinese  Cultural  Demonstration  Or- 
chestra. He  is  30  years  old  and  played  a 
lute-like,  four-stringed  instrument  called 
the  pipa  This  instrument,  similar  to  a 
large  mandolin  in  shape,  was  made  from  a 
single  piece  of  hard  wood  on  the  back  and 
on  the  front,  softer  pieces  of  wood  were 
used      It  was  plucked  as  well  as  strum-

a  male  student,  Hu  Sie, 


Cheng,  who  played  the  bamboo  flute.  Hhu 
is  19  and  also  a  member  of  the  Chinese 
Cultural  Demonstration  Orchestra.  He  is 
a  music  student  and  has  studied  at  the 
Chinese  Maritime  Academy  and  the 
Chinese  Cultural  College.  The  in- 
strument he  played  was  made  of  hardened 
bamboo  and  had  only  a  few  fin  ger  holes; 
the  range  of  the  notes  was  therefore 
achieved  by  the  power  of  the  air  he  blew 

The  female  member  of  the  trio  was  Chen 
Sou-Feng  She  is  22  and  has  studied  music 
at  the  Chinese  Cultural  College.  She,  too. 
is  a  member  of  the  Chinese  Cultural 
Demonstration  Orchestra.  She  played  the 
most  unique-looking  instrument  of  the 
three,  which  was  called  the  Ho  Chin.  It  was 
a  two-stringed  instrument  with  a  long  thin 
neck  and  a  small  bongo-shap  ed  body. 
Played  like  a  cello,  with  a  bow.  it  made  a 
sound  resembling  one. 

Their  concert  lasted  for  approximately 
45  minutes,  during  which  the  trio  played 
seven  pieces.  Three  of  these  were  solo 
pieces  played  by  each  of  the  three  in- 
strument Hu  Sie-Cheng  — * 
solo  piece,  called  simply 
Another  song  which  the  irio  piaycu 
together  was  called  -1116  Great  Ambush," 
which  is  considered  one  of  the  more 
famous  of  the  Taiwanese  melodies. 

The  concert  was  the  result  of  cumulative 
efforts  by  this  college  the  Community

The  big  hot  article,  "The  Nuclear  Gamble",  never  made 
it  to  completion,  apparently.  The  author  is  overflowing 
with  information  but  running  low  on  health,  it  seems.  He 
may  still  be  ailing,  but  it's  surely  not  radiation  sickness.  1 
wonder  how  many  people  were  actually  snowed  by  that 
Nov  Gth  letter  to  the  editor  concerning  the  "hot"  pumpkin 
from  Plymouth''  The  real  question  is,  just  how  absurd 
were  the  contents  of  that  letter''  Well,  as  it  turns  out,  the 
thing  which  sounded  most  ridiculous,  the  part  about 
carving  out  the  pumpkin  and  wearing  it  over  his  head  all 
light  at  the  party,  was  actually  the  most  possible  and  the 
most  true  of  all  his  statements!  (What  does  this  say  for 
this  man's  character'). 

Allow  me  to  analyze  the  contents  of  the  letter  for  all  his 
potential  used-to-be  readers  The  first  statement  made  by 
this  anti-nuke-puke  freak  was  that  his  "broncial  tubes  felt 
like  they  had  been  subjected  to  50  rads  of  low-level 
radiation".  Though  I  don't  know  what  it  feels  like  to 
receive  such  a  large  dosage  at  one  time,  maybe  I  should 
explain  these  arbitrary  units  of  measure  called  rads.  The 
damage  done  to  a  living  being  by  radiation  of  subatomic 
particles  is  related  to  the  amount  of  energy  absorbed  per 
unit  mass  of  living  tissue  One  rad  is  equivalent  to  the 
amount  of  radiation  that  delivers  about  .001  calories  of 
energy  for  every  pound  of  living  matter  It  may  be  more 
meaningful  to  the  reader  when  put  in  perspective  of 
compantive  doeses.  For  instance,  a  person  in  the  U.S. 
receives  on  the  average  about  2  tenths  of  a  rad  over  the 
course  of  a  year  from  various  sources  of  radiation 
Roughly  one  third  of  this  dosage  comes  from  medical 
applications  such  as  X-ray  machines,  etc. 

The  important  factor  involved  in  the  alledged  dose  of  M 
rads  to  the  author's  bronchi  is  not  so  much  the  amount  of 
radiation  applied,  but  that  it  was  received  within  a  short 
period  of  time,  presumably.  A  large  dose  abosrbed  over  a 
longer  period  allows  for  body  cell  replacement  and  no 
serious  consequences  to  health  would  follow.  Hcwever,  a 
large  dose  absorbed  over  a  short  period  can  cause 
growing  tissues  to  lose  their  capacity  for  cell  division, 
resulting  in  death.  Even  still,  an  intensive  dose  of  50  rads 
would  not  be  enough  to  cause  permanent  damage  to  one's 
body.  If  any  changes  were  to  occur,  they  would  probably 
be  in  the  blood,  but  no  radiation  sickness  would  result. 

High-energy  radiation  can  damage  living  cells.  A 
molecule  of  DNA,  the  substance  upon  which  the  major 
burden  of  reproduction  lies,  may  be  shattered  by  the 
impact  of  a  subatomic  particle  Charged  atoms  or 
molecules,  called  loos,  may  be  produced  in  a  cell  that  has 
been  irradiated.  These  ions  may  then  recombine  to  form 
new  chemicals  which  threaten  the  delicate  processes 
going  on  in  normal  cells.  Cells  which  are  not  directly 
killed  may  have  their  genetic  material  changed  so  that 
mutations  result  as  the  cell  reporduces. 

The  other  thing  to  consider  Is  the  type  of  radiation  Living 
tissue  is  exposed  to  and  whether  the  exposure  is  an  internal 

or  external  one.  A  couple  of  flaws  in  the  author's  story

radiation  can  travel,  especially  when  a  barrier  of  some 
kind  lies  in  its  path.  Gamma  rays  are  the  most 
penetrating  They  can  pierce  a  barrier  of  lead  several 
centimeters  in  thickness  Other  than  the  enormous  heat 
and  pressure  that  must  be  contained,  it  is  no  surprise  that 
gamma  radiation  is  a  factor  in  necessitating  the  tons  of 
steel  and  concrete  to  house  a  nuclear  reactor.  Beta  par- 
ticles are  emitted  at  a  very  high  speed  but  are  able  to  be 
stopped  by  a  thick  piece  of  cardboard  or  a  few  feet  of  air 
On  the  other  hand,  alpha  particles,  the  kind  of  radiation 
the  author  claims  he  "over-dosed"  on,  are  very  short 
range.

Thanksgiving  Tasties

>ason  to  eat  collies,  fa  la  la  la  la 
me?  Not  yet?  Ohhh.  Sorry... 
season  to  eat  Turkeys,  that's 
n  it  is.  Rather  than  go  on  and 
give  a  whole  big  long  list  of  instructions  on 
how  to  go  about  preparing  Thanksgiving 
dinner,  I  figure  on  giving  you  some  partial 
recipes  instead. 

For  instance,  small  pieces  of  fried  bacon 
(2  inches  raw)  can  put  on  half-shelled 
cherrystones,  and  then  popped  into  the 
oven  under  the  broiler  for  about  five 
minutes  Super  tasty.  A  toothpick  stuck 
through  might  help  hold  it  all  together 
Whole  mushrooms  can  be  put  in  a  small 
pie  tin  which  has  got  a  half  inch  of  red  wine 
in  it,  along  with  a  tablespoon  of  butter,  and 
then  put  into  the  oven  under  the  broiler  for 
five  to  ten  minutes.  Curried  peanuts  can 
be  made  to  appear  by  spreading  salted 
peanuts  in  a  shallow  pan  sprinkling  with 
curry  powder  and  butter,  and  baking  for 
five  to  ten  minutes,  at  360  degrees. 

A  pretty  interesting  device  is  made  by 
taking  those  purple  grapes,  you  know  the 
kind  you  don't  eat  anymore  because  of  the 
seeds,  slitting  them  about  halfway 
through,  removing  the  seeds, ,  and  some  of 
the  middlin'  grape,  and  then  stuffing  it 
with  Roquefort  cheese,  and  a  drip  of  onion 
juice.  If  you  want  to  really  surprise 
somebody,  take  some  pitted  green  olives 
andstuffthem  withanchovies.  Yummm. 

Dips  are  always  popular  during  holiday 
seasons  ( lots  of  people  coming  round  to 
your  place,  then  stand'  around  with  their 
'ands  in  their  pockets,  staring  up  at  you 
with  big  round  innocent  hungry  eyes.

For  this  you  mash  together  one 
small  can  of  deviled  ham.  and  two  hard- 
boiled  eggs,  rwhich  have  already  been 
chopped    upi.  Something    really 

disgusting,  to  feed  to  those  ogres  you  no 
longer  desire  around  is  called  Anchovy 
Butter  It  is  made  by  adding  to  a  package 
of  creamed  cheese  and  mashing  up  one 
teaspoon  of  greated  onion,  one  teaspoon  of 
mashed  up  anchovy,  and  a  quarter 
teaspoon  Worcestershire  sauce.  Thin  the 
whole  business  out  with  mayonnaise.

Fond  Memories

It  took  a  while  to  set  in.  Any  of  you  who  have  grown  up 
watching  Bruins'  hockey  know  exactly  what  I  mean. 
Bobby  Orr  is  gone-forever  Seven  knee  operations  did  in 
'he  greatest  hockey  player  ever  to  lace  up  a  pair  of  skates. 
It  has  come  to  the  point  where  his  left  knee  is  bone  upon 
bone:  all  the  cartilage  is  gone. 

Bobby  Orr  is  the  greatest  hockey  player  I've  ever  seen 
play.  I've  seen  Hull  and  Howe  play  too,  but  they  did  not 
nave  as  much  on  ice  presence  as  Bobby  did.  Maybe  this 
stemmed  from  the  fact  that  I  always  rooted  for  Bobby  and 
the  Bruins,  and  I  always  thought  that  the  B's  were  the 
best,  but  maybe  not.  I've  heard  and  read  that  quite  a  few 
others  feel  strongly  about  Bobby  Orr. 

The  first  recallable  memory  Bobby  Orr  held  for  me  was 
his  Stanley  Cup  winning  overtime  goal  in  the  1970  playoffs. 
Apparently  others  saw  it  too.  because  it  marked  the  birth 
of  big-tune  hockey  in  the  USA  and  broke  the  jinx  that  the 
Canadiensand  the  Maple  Leafs  had  held  on  the  Cup  in  the 
60's.  Orr  was  mainly  responsible  for  the  new  breath  of 
life  hockey  had  in  the  States.  He  set  a  precedent  by 
becoming  the  first  defenseman  ever  to  figure  into  the 
offense.  In  1970  he  scored  120  points  on  33  goals  and  B7 
assists,  most  ever  for  a  defenseman  at  that  time.  (Orr

Considering  everything,  you  must  keep  in  mind  the 
very  importance  of  the  life  you  may  nave  to  save.  It  is 
sometimes  difficult  to  comprehend  the  reasons  for  saving 
a  life,  but  you  must  keep  in  mind  that  a  life  Is  very  spec- 
cial.  Once  it  is  gone,  it  is  gone,  and  there  is  no  way  to 
bring  it  back.  If  you  are  there  when  someone  is  passing 
from  life  to  death,  through  C.P.  R.  you  may  be  able  to  stop 
the  process  of  cell  death  and  turn  the  victim  toward 
recovery.  It  is  a  responsibility,  but  it  can  be  a  very,  very 
rewarding  one). 

The  full  12-hour  C.P.R.  course  itself  is  usually 
held  over  four  days.  Students  enrolled  in  this  course  are 
taught  how  to  perform  mouth-to-mouth,  chest  com- 
pressions and  choke  saving  methods  for  infants,  children 
and  adults.  It  is  an  exciting  course  because  you  spend 
much  of  the  time  actually  using  the  techniques  you  are 
taught  on  special  manequins  which  resemble  humans  in 

both  size  and  design.   When  you  complete  tl

ats  without  becoming  upset 
y  mistakes''  How  can  you  improve 
your  grades  by  changing  the  way  you  take  exams''  Here  are 
some  tips  that  might  help 

1.  BE  PREPARED  AND  THEN  SAVE  TIME  FOR 
REVIEW.  Train  yourself  to  prepare  in  a  steady,  organized 
manner  throughout  the  term  so  you  can  use  your  last  few 
hours  to  re-think  and  review  the  material  already  covered. 
The  purpose  of  reviewing  is  to  fit  all  the  small  pieces  into 
the  overall  picture  to  increase  your  ability  to  recall  and 
relate  them  during  the  examination  Cramming  eliminates 
this  important  review  time, 

2  ARRIVE  EARLY  FOR  THE  EXAM  SO  THAT  YOU 
CAN  MAINTAIN  YOUR  COMPOSURE.  Any  nervousness 

you  already  have  will  increase  if  youramve  hot,  flustered, 
and  barely  on  time  or  late  It  is  better  to  be  comfortable  and 
ready  when  the  professor  arrives  Be  sure  to  have  an  extra 
pen  with  you  as  well  as  other  required  materials. 

3  FOLLOW  THIS  PROCEDURE  IN  TAKING  OB- 
JECTIVE TESTS:  1  Determine  how  many  different  kinds 
of  items  are  being  used:  true-false,  multiple-choice, 
matching,  and  the  like  Read  directions  carefully  and  ask 
questions  if  you  are  confused.  Find  out  whether  there  is  a 
penalty  for  guessing  .2  Answer  the  easier  questions  first  If 
you  struggle  with  the  difficult  questions  as  you  go  along, 
you  may  become  frustrated  and  bogged  down.

1  Textbooks  which  will  be  used  on  campus  next  semester 
will  be  bought  back  at  half  price,  up  to  the  quantities  needed 
by  ihe  bookstore. 

2,  Textbooks  not  being  used  on  campus  next  semester  will 
be  bought  back  at  prevailing  wholesale  used  book  prices. 
These  prices  are  established  by  used  textbook  wholesalers 
and  are  usually  based  upon  supply  and  demand  for  the  titles 
at  other  colleges. 

3  Used  workbooks,  lab  manuals  and  study  guides  are  not 
brought  back  unless  they  are  "clean";  that  is,  there  there  is 
no  writing  in  them  and  no  pages  are  missing. 

4  Textbooks  that  have  gone  "out  of  -print"  or  are  being 
superseded  by  new  editions  no  longer  have  any  value  and 
cannot  be  bought  back.  A  list  of  these  old  editions  will  be 
posted  in  the  bookstore  at  the  time  of  the  buy-back. 

When  selling  your  textbooks,  please  keep  in  mind  that  the 
bookstore  acts  as  a  retad  intermediary  between  faculty  and 
publishers.  It  does  not  select  the  books  for  your  courses  nor 
can  it  independeltl  establish  prices  for  new  or  used  books.

Strip  Mining 


Over  three  million  acres  of  United 
virtually  destroyed  by  strip  mining. 

Strip  mining  is  a  way  to  quickly,  efficiently,  and 
thoroughly  extract  coal  from  the  earth.  By  first  ripping  off 
all  soil  above  the  coal  before  extracting  it,  coal  companies 
lomically  supply  coal,  and  raise  their  profits.  The 
only  problem  is  that  land,  once  strip  mined,  is  relatively 
useless  for  any  further  use.  Some  of  the  after-effects  of  strip 
mining  are;  soil  erosion,  stream  pollution,  the  ac- 
cumulation of  stagnant  water,  the  increased  possibility  of 
floods,  an  end  to  the  agricultural  use  of  the  land,  destroys  or 
impairs  the  property  rights  of 
hazards.  Yet  strip  mining  continues,  because  it  isprofitabli 
for  the  large  corporations  using  these 

Rather  than  simply  destroying  this  country's  land  in  an 
effort  to  increase  already  large  profits,  strip  mining  should 
only  take  place  where  and  when  reclamation  of  the  land  is 
probable  Another  method,  which  is  a  bit  more  costly,  could 
be  used  By  peeling  off  the  soil  in  layers  -  top  soil,  sub  soil, 
d  storing  the  layers  in  separate  piles 
before  extracting  the  coal;  the  layers  can  be  replaced  in 
order,  preventing  most  damage

New  Year's  Resolutions 

Editor, 

As  a  semester  ends  and  we  enter  the  Christmas, 
Hanukkah,  and  New  Year  Seasons,  there  are  reflections 
concerns  I  feel  moved  to  share  with  the  4-C's  community 

First  of  all.  I  am  grateful  for  the  gifts  given  to  all  of  us  by 
certain  members  of  our  community.  As  faculty  members 
such  as  Charles  Gaupp  and  Virginia  Harvey  leave  us,  we 
deeply  miss  them  Then  we  find  that  new  people  such  as 
Dan  McCullough  and  Lee  Haselton  do  more  than  simply 
"fill  the  gap."  They  bring  their  won  unique  contributions 
They  facilitate  so  many  good  things  happening.  We  wonder 
"how  we  ever  got  along  without  them. "The  same  is  true  of 
students.  As  an  advisor  for  many  years  of  the  Student 
Senate,  I  have  been  impressed  over  and  over  again  by  the 
quality  of  student  leadership.  But,  then,  key  students 
graduate.  And  we  find,  as  in  the  current  White-Admirand 
Senate  leadership,  that  past  strenths  are  preserved,  and 
new  strengths  developed. 

I  am  thankful,  then,  at  this  time  of  the  year  for  the  people 
-faculty,  students,  staff,  and  administration  -  who  compose 
the  4-C's  community  There  are  so  many  beautiful  people 
here  who  make  life  more  pleasant  and  effective  for  all  of  us. 
It  is  tempting  to  name  more  names,  but  to  do  so  would  both 
lengthen  this  letter  and  omit  key  individuals 

Second,  I  am  sorry  that  we  do  not  properly  appreciate  one 
.mother  and  the  institution  of  which  we  are  a  part.  We  often 
fail  to  be  as  proud  as  we  should  of  the  quality  of  education 
which  we  provide.  For  many  students,  it  is  only  after 
transfer  to  a  four-year  college  or  university,  that  they 
discover  'how  good  they  had  it"  -  in  terms  of  the  oualitv  of 
our  faculty,  as  human  beings  as  well  as  in  subject-area 
competence  and  teaching  ability.  Many  bemoan  how 
inaccessible,  unapproachable,  and  often  apparently  un- 
concerned their  present  faculty  at  the  new  institution  are  in 
comparison  to  what  they  experienced  at  4-C's. 

Moreover,  we  do  not  seem  to  take  seriously  the  op- 
portunities provided  for  us  here  outside  of  the  classroom.  I, 
for  one,  am  tremendously  grateful  for  the  resources  made 
available  to  us  through  the  Cultural  Affairs  Committee  - 
e.g.,  the  marvelous  expedition  by  bus  to  Boston,  including  a 
tour  of  the  Ancient  Irish  Art  exhibition  at  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts,  a  trip  I  thoroughly  enjoyed.  And  we  have 
available  to  us  first-rate  theater  and  first-rate  musical 
programs,  often  with  limited  student  or  faculty  support. 
Events  such  as  Saturnalia  III  occur,  with  great  talent  and 
also  a  great  investment  of  student  and  faculty  time,  and 
only  minimal  support  is  given.The  same  is  often  true  of 
athletic  events,  such  as  hockey  and  basketball. 

My  New  Year's  Resolutions,  therefore,  will  include  the 
intention  to  express  more  support  for  fellow  faculty  and 
students,  in  very  specific,  concrete  ways.  I  hope  that  many 
of  you  will  join  me  in  this  resolution.  We  can  become  a 
mutual-support -and -encouragement  community  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  we  now  are.  As  we  give,  we  will  also 
gain.  For  as  Chesterton  once  expressed  it  so  eloauentlv 
"We  are  all  in  the  same  boat  in  a  stormy  sea,  and  we 
desperately  need  one  another."

There  are  many  causes  of  sudden  death  such  as 
drowning,  choking  and  smoke  inhalation;  but  the  most 
common  cause  is  heart  attack.  These  victims  could  have 
survived  if  iCPRi  Cardiopulmonary  resuscitabon  was 
given  to  them 

It  is  estimated  that  up  to  100,000  lives  could  be  saved  each 
year  if  more  people  mastered  CPR.  This  is  why  I  just

Basic  CPR  is  a  simple  procedure,  as  simple  as  A-B-C, 
Airway.  Breathing  and  Circulation.  First,  you  must  open 
up  hisairway  by  tilting  his  head  back.  Then  a  combination 
of  mouth  -to-mouth  breathing  and  chest  compressions  are 
used  for  artificial  circulation  which  gives  oxygen-carrying 
blood  to  the  victim's  brain  and  other  body  tissues  when  the 
heart  has  stopped  beating.  To  be  effective,  it  must  be 
started  immediately  on  an  unconscious  victim  who  has  no 
until  qualified  medical

However,  CPR  must  be  learned  from  a  qualified  in- 
structor not  a  novice  like  myself  By  contacting  the  local 
hospital.  Red  CRoss  or  American  Heart  Association,  in- 
dividual s  can  find  out  where  CPR  courses  are  located.  The 
courses  range  from  two  to  12  hours.  Learning  the  ABC's  is 
not  difficult  and  it  will  only  take  a  few  hours  of  their  time.

Cape  Cod  Jommunlty  College,  and  its  students,  should 
encourage  and  support  its  newly-formed  Rugby  Gub. 
Rugby  offers  a  cultural  aspect  to  the  school,  spirit  to  the 
student  body,  and  participation  in  a  sport   that  is  not 
dominated  by  the  bigger  schools. 

Rugby  is  comparable  to  both  soccer  and  football.  It's 
different  from  soccer  because  in  rugby  the  player  can  touch 
the  ball  with  his  hands  and  carry  it.  Unlike  football,  there 
is  no  blocking  or  passing  in  rugby,  and  the  players  wear 
almost  no  equipment.  The  sport  began  in  1823  at  the  Rugby 
School    in    England,    where,    as    quoted    from    a    com- 
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memorative  plaque  on  the  site 

William  Webb  Ellis,  who  with  a  fine  disregard  for  the 
rules  of  football  as  played  in  his  time,  first  took  the  ball  in 
his  arms  and  ran  with  it,  thus  originating  the  distinctive 
features  of  the  rugby  game." 

By  the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  Harvard  and  Yale,  as  well  as 
some  Canadian  colleges,  had  picked  up  the  game. 
Misinterpretations  of  the  rules  changed  rugby  into  what  is 
known  in  America  today  as  football.but  recently  rugby  has 
revived  its  true  form  Never  raving  cuea  oui  in  Canada 
rugby  has  now  become  a  prime  game  in  many  Canadian 
schools  Here  in  the  United  States,  the  USA. Rugby 
Football  Union  has  been  formed  so  that  rugby  can  have  the 
national  cohesion  necessary  for  it  to  flourish.  There  is  no 
reason  that  4C's  has  to  sit  back  and  watch  the  rest  of  the 
country  enjoy  the  rebirth  of  this  action  packed  game. 

It's  only  right  that  Cape  Cod  Community  College  keep  up 
to  date  athletically  as  well  as  academically  Broadening

Samaritan 's 
Anniversary 


Tbe  Samaritans,  the  suicide  prevention  service  for  Cape 
Cod  and  the  Islands,  celebrated  its  first  anniversary  on 
Thursday.  November  2  This  date  is  also  the  25th  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  worldwide  Samaritan  movement  in 
London,  England. 

Following  the  rapid  growth  of  the  first  U.S.  Samaritan 
branch,  founded  in  Boston  in  1974,  the  Cape  Cod  branch  was 
started  in  answer  to  a  growing  concern  about  the  number  of 
suicides  and  suicide  attempts  in  this  area,  estimated  to  be 
almost  3  times  the  national  average  of  12.6  per  100,000.

Samaritan  volunteers  have 
talked  with  someone  who  has  been  contemplating  suicide 
from  one  of  the  canal  bridges 

Since  the  center  was  opened,  Samaritan  volunteers  have 
talked  with  almost  1,000  callers  and  are  currently  handling 
about  30  to  40  calls  and  visits  a  day  About  50  percent  of 
callers  talk  about  suicide,  and  many  remain  in  contact  over  a 
considerable  period,  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  crisis  cr 

The  number  to  call,  at  any  time,  for  any  reason,  is  544-8900 
Collect  calls  are  welcomed  from  long-distance  callers.  In 
1979,  it  is  hoped  to  fund  a  local  number  for  mid  and  lower 
Cape  callers,  and  the  mental  health  services  in  Edgartown 
are  hoping  to  provide  a  Vineyard  line  which  will  ring  in  the 
Falmouth  center. 

New  volunteers  are  always  needed  Men  and  women  over 
19  are  invited  to  call  The  Samaritans  for  an  interview  ap- 
pointment The  next  training  course  will  be  in  January,  1979. 

The  Samaritans  are  supported  by  grants  from  foundations 
and  individual  contributions  from  "Friends  of  The 
Samaritans"  There  is  no  paid  staff,  but  telephone  bills  are 
high.  Donations  from  new  and  old  Friends  are  always 
welcome. 


Classes  are 
Overcrowded 

Upon  entering  Cape  Cod  Community  College.  I  found  it 
lo  be  a  small,  friendly  school,  where  there  are  many 
people  to  turn  to  for  help  The  teachers,  as  well  as  the 
administrative  staff,  have  all  been  very  helpful  in  making 
the  incoming  freshman  feel  more  at  ease. 

Even  though  this  is  a  small  community  college,  there 
seems  lo  be  a  problem  in  the  foreign  language,  English, 
and  communications  departments:  these  being  areas 
where  the  (eacher  and  the  student  must  have  a  close 
working  relationship  Overcrowding  of  these  classes 
creates  a  problem,  because  the  teachers  are  not  able  to 
Eive  each  student  as  much  help  as  they  would  like  to 

For  example,  in  a  foreign  language  class,  it  is  im- 
perative to  have  as  few  students  as  possible  because  the 
teacher  needs  to  hear  students  speak  so  he  can  work  on 
their  pronunciation  and  accent  with  them. 

As  for  the  English  Department,  when  there  are  25  to  30 
pupils  in  each  class,  it  becomes  hard  for  the  instructor  to 
give  individual  attention  to  each  member  of  the  class, 
when  1  ;lping  them  improve  their  writing  style 

Then  there  is  the  communicauons  classes,  where  class 
size  ranges  from  25  to  35  students  In  order  to  make  a 
person  learn  how  to  speak  well  publicly,  he  must  have  to 
practice  in  front  of  the  class  first.  Since  there  are  so 
many  students  enrolled  in  these  classes,  it  is  difficult  for 
each  pupil  to  get  the  practice  needed  to  become  a  good 
public  speaker 

Many  teachers  have  found  ways  to  overcome  these 
problems.  Meeting  at  individual  appointments  with  the 
students,  dividing  up  classes  and  rearranging  students 
from  a  morning  class  to,  say  an  afternoon  class,  are  all 
ways  in  which  teachers  have  compensated  for  the  lack  of 
small  classes  Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  there  is 
a  tight  budget,  ana  mnng  more  teachers  would  be  difficult 
I  suggest  that  in  the  future  the  enrollment  of  these  classes 
should  be  limited  to  fewer  students. 


Parking  Lot  Blues

just  happens  to  be  attending  Cape  Cod  Community 
College.
